The men of money and edu- 
eadtion don’t need to go and do not go. The ma- 
jcrity of those now out of work, mechanics, 
cierks and city laborers, have neither the capital 
ner skill to coax a crop from a not too fertile 
soil, in a climate that permits of growth only six 
menths of the year. Some other suggestion for 
employment is needed.

Work for Weaklings. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Much its being done and said for the man with- 
out work, and as the man without work cannot 
accept the conditions of the work that is offered, 
ie there not some way to help him and foster 
that spirit of manliness that makes a man want 
to support himself instead of begging for food 
and shelter? 

So many of the men who become public 
charges “cannot” do the work offered. They are 
unable. By reason of exposure and 
lack of food, they simply have not the strength 
to work all day as laborers. The labwrer who 
works regularly becomes inured to his work and 
has regular meals, but the poorly nourished man, 
who only works at long Intervals, becomes in- 
enpable of continuous activity. If work was of- 
fered for three or four hours, many men would 
gladly accept it and gladly work those hours for 
50 cents, if they could get no more. That would 
give food and shelter, at least. Many of the 
homeless are incapable of more than a few hours’ 
labor. Many of the “husky” looking fellows are 
deceptive. They are weak “inside.” A division 
of labor, with two, three or four hour stunts, 
would attract a gréat many men, and if such work 
was offered, there would be few who would ask 
charity. It won't do to say “he can shovel snow” 
in snow time. Most of these homeless men can- 
not-work in severe weather because of lack of 
clothing and nourishment. They cannot stand 
exposure, and a “cold spell” to them means terri- 
ble suffering that the well-to-do people cannot 
realize. More good would result from paying 206 
men 60 cents each than in paying 100 men $1 
each. N.

A proposal to confiscate private- property, as 
in the case of the Merchants’ Bridge across the 
Mississippi, admittedly has an unpleasant sound.

Bridge Co. must not, on penalty of forfeiture of 
its bridge, consolidate with any other bridge com- 
pany; that it must not, on penalty of forfeiture, 
pool its earnings with any other bridge company; 
that it must not, on penalty of forfeiture, have a 
manager or director who was also manager or di- 
rector of any othe; bridge company. 

All the offenses for which forfeiture was named | 
have been committed repeatedly, habitually, under | 
circumstances for which there is no extenuation. 
if to apply the penalty seems severe, it must be 
remembered that it is the very penalty which the 
projectors of the bridge company prescribed for 
themselves. 

They demanded that this penalty should be in- 
flicted on themselves when they presented their 
enabling act to Congress in this form and re- 
quested its passage. They demanded that this 
penalty should be inflicted when they accepted 
the act with the conditions named, after Con- 
gress had approved it. Does any reason exist 
why a punishment should not be imposed which 
the offenders themselves have consented to in ad- 
vance and whose justice they have conceded? 

Forfeiture will not change the status of the 
bridge in any respect affecting its public use. 
Nobody proposes that it shall be torn down. No- 
body proposes that it shall be sold and the money 
converted to the National Treasury. It will stil] 
stand for the accommodation of traffic. Every 
railroad that uses it before forfeiture can use it 
afterward and on more advantageous terms. 

The only change is that it will be operated as a 
free bridge by the Secretary of War, instead of 
by a monopoly whose unlawful gains from the vio- 
lation of the act of Congress amount to many 
times the original cost of the structure they no 
ionger have any right to own.

But back of this is some in- 
discretion of eating or drinking. ‘f 
you can get up a good sweating by 
heat and heavy blankets at night it 
will aid you tn getting out the pol- 
sons. But be certain to wash off in 
the morning the dried sweat on your 
body. To do this use a sponge and 
tepid water. Do not try to bring about 
a go00d sweat by exercise if ther» ts 
pas or swelling in any part of your 
ody. By exercistag you only drive 
the deposits somewhere  else—into 
some deeper and dangerous region, 
Remember, I say sweat, not perspi- 
ration. If you have a chronic case of 
reumatism you may require a trip 
to one of the natural hot springs like 
these at Hot Springs, Ark.. or the 
fanious springs in Europe. Rheuma- 
tisn: may be cured by the radio-activ- 
ity of certain hot springs, but not all 
hot springs are valuable for rheu- 
matism. Another medical writer says: 
A high protein diet is not the only 
cause of rheumatism. Much depends 
upon the efficiency of the ellminat- 
ing orsens and the mental state. Cer- 
tain it its that polsonous waste tune 
duly retained in the system is the 
cause, and the waste from excess of 
protein sand especially of meat, is the 
most difficult to eliminate. I should 
advise anv one suffering from rheu- 
matism or tn whom the rheumatis 
tendency {ts hereditary to reduce the 
protein element tin the food to the 
lowest working proportion—not more 
than 10 per cent—and to eliminate 
meat altogether, since it is not neces- 
sary to the highest physical and men- 
tal efficiency.

As physicians prescribe it, they 
evidently do not consider it “bad for 
the system” when properly adminis- 
tered. Quinine {fg for malaria. 

T. J. H—An optimist says: “To 
cure a corn in 10 minutes take a small 
piece of potash and let it stand in 
the open air until it slacks, then 
thicken to paste with pulverized gum 
arabic. Pare off the seeds of the 
wart or dead skin of the corn, and 
apply the paste and let it remain on 
for 10 minutes. Then wash off and 
soak the place with sharp vinegar 
or sweet oil, which will neutralize 
the alkali. Then let it alone; nature 
will do the rest.”

LONDON, March 21. nok very human side in En- 
giand’s future King has been revealed in the 
nearly two years that the young Prince of Wales 
has now spent as an undergraduate at Magdalen 
College, Oxford. When he “goes down’’ next June 
(his further education being said to preclude his 
return next autumn to an English university) Ox- 
ford will miss a slender, unusually boyish-looking 
young man of 20, who seems to prefer running 
to either walking, motoring or riding, more than 
it will His Royal Highness. 

He has been permitted to live an unceremonial 
life to such an extent that persons having no 
curiosity might be at Oxford several terms with- 
out being reminded that an heir apparent was an 
undergraduate in the same university. His name 
has not appeared as “patron” on any program; he 
has not laid any literal or figurative cornerstones: 
he has not started any boat race anid has not 
bowled the first ball of any cricket match. The 
casual movements of his daily life are only occa- 
sionally mentioned in the London press and, when, 
with perhaps a single friend, he slins into a 
chance seat in Oxford’s one theater, he is not wor- 
rie by the knowledge that somebody ts record- 
ing in what particular “varsity” fashion he is 
dressed and whether he seems interested or bored 
with the play. 

But his life is not that of his fellow under- 
graduates in all its details. Although h» has been 
accredited with no advanced scholastic standing 
he is avowedly not reading toward a degree or a 
diploma and when he leaves Oxford he will be 
gxiven either an honorary degree or on'y a cer- 
tificate of residence. He brought with him to 
Oxford a private tutor, H. B. Hanse!, and an 
equerry, Major the Hon. W. Cadogan. 

Has Automobile and Four Horses. 

In luxuries he certainly exceeds the average Ox- 
ford standard of living. He has a suite of three 
rooms, a private valet and a private bath, the last 
unusual in an Oxford college. He keeps four 
horses and a fast automobile, which he frequently 
drives, and once or twice he has acted as a first 
aid to the injured in accidents. He can have all 
his meals seryed in his rooms, but lest year 
he got up for 8 o'clock roll calls and always 
dined in “hall” with the other undergraduates 
of fis college. 

Out of doors his first love {s running. It is no 
unusual thing to see a friend or a tutor dashing 
away to play golf in the Prince's automobile, while 
the Prince himself, in the accepted running cos- 
tume of sweater and “shorts,” makes his way down 
to the river to follow on the towpath the Mag- 
dalen eight or torpid. Two or three times a week 
he follows over the Oxfordshire hills the Magda- 
len and New College beagles, a pack of hounds 
used in hunting hares on foot, a snort which 
involves, if one is in at the death, a cross-country 
run of from six to ten miles. As a beagler the 
Prince has had the best opportunity of showing 
hie endurance and speed and many think he would 
make a creditable member of the Magdalen or 
even varsity athletic team. He has, however, 
played with the “second string” soccer team of 
his college. 

In his studies he has specialized in history and 
economics, consistently attending the lectures of 
C. G. Robertson, fellow of All Souls and tutor of 
Smith, dean of fatiiol. He

came to Oxford a capable French scholar and 
spent the long vacation last summer in Germany 
Fiedler, professor of German at 
Oxford and editor of the “Oxford Book of German 
Verse.”

to the veteran French composer, Saint-Saens, who 
seems to have not only all the activity of a 
younger man, but the inventiveness of a youthful 
brain. Hie came rushing back from Catra to Brus- 
sels for the rehearsals of his opera, *“‘Le Timbre 
d’Argent,” which he has in great part rewritten 
and developed to bring it up to date, even insist- 
ingg that it is full of that symbolism which may 
be likened to baking powder in mod4rn operas, 
for it is supposed to make them rise from the 
mere story musically set (the original conception 
of opera) to realms of lofty imagery and some- 
times difficult to understand. 

“Le Timbre d'Argent,”’ or “The Silver Bell,” was 
produced in Paris in 1877, long before people had 
begun to look for double means in operas and 
other things, and was not a success. It was then 
as much too far ahead of its time as it seems 
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now behind tn its style. Musicians then declared 
it lacking in melody and was full of discord. 
Musicians noW pronounce It easy: almost too 
melodious, though decidedly echolarly, full 6f ro- 
mances, @uets, ete., very harmonious end exactly 
suited to the romantic and extraordinary story it 
accompanies. 

It tells of a poor artist named Conrad who 
grovs tired of the simple love of a modest girl, 
even though attired in the charming fashion of 
the seventeenth century. He loves a dancer, who 
scorns him because poor. tle has become almost 
mad in the desire to get money to por at her 
feet. and the opera opens when hé has a brain- 
storm on the subject. He turns from oretty, mod- 
est Helene, drives his best friend and the rest from 
his doors. and raves before a portrait he has 
painted of Fiametta, the dancer. 

The devil appears, a second Mephistopheles, and 
presents him with a magic crystal bell. Whenever 
he strikes the silver gong gold will come tumbling 
tc him, but always at the cost of a hurnan life. 
Shoulda he break the gong. his own life is forfeit- 
ed to the wentleman in red, who has no original 
ideas as to costume. 

Conrad rejects the offer, but the evil one brings 
to life. Fiametta dances to Conra@g 
in his studio, and he strikes the fatal bell to ass 
sure riches, as the portrait becomes again ins;

In @ rage 
he takes his cane and sweepas the tables ol an of 
silver flagrons and dainties, and drives the smart 
crowd assembled in the Marquis’ castie to the 
doors. 

Once more poor and always burning with love 
for the dancer, he Is driven to sound again the 
fatal bell. He 4oes so, and this time his dearest 
friend falls dead as he returns from his wedding 
ceremony. ‘Stricken with remorse and cut to the 
quick by the rejection of Fiametta, who thinks he 
must have the evil eve, he breaks the msgic bell 
t» insure his own death.

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“Pygmalion” to Germany, Not England 


Teutons Praise the New 
Comedy and Britons Are 
Nettled by Its Author's 
“Treason” in Art—Now 
Sir Herbert Beerbohm 
Tree Announces Its Early 


London Presentation With 


Himself and Mrs. ‘Pat”’ 
‘Campbell in the Cast—Play 
Tells Diverting Story and 
Creates Piquant Situation. 


Ry RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
TILL divertingly faithful to the 
S Irish spirit which gives him such 
a keen relish for the discomfit- 
ing of the hated. Anglo-Saxon, the 
trenchantly humorous George Bernard 
Shaw has conferred upon Germany the 
nonor of being the first to produce his 
new satirical comedy, “Pygmalion,” in 
which again he pokes fun at certain 
English peculiarities that appeal to him 
for remedial stage treatment. 

And. the ordinarily self-complacent 
British are considerably nettled by ths 
Bernard Shaw deed of treasonable art- 
surrender to their Teutonic enemies, 80 
much so that the belated announcement, 
this past week, of Sir Herbert Beer- 
bohm ‘Tree’s plans for an early pres- 
entation of the play at His Majesty’s 
Theater in London, with Sir Herber’ 
himself in the modernized Pygmalicn 
role and Mrs. Patrick Campbell as the 
present-day Galatea, does not by any 
means reconcile them to the Shaw de- 
fection. It is true that of late the Lon- 
don critics have been unfailingly harsh 
in their reviews of Shaw’s work but— 
my word!—what are these Irish and 
Seottisn ‘“‘littery chaps’’ made for if not 
to be laughed at and belittled by their 
English commentators? It’s a beastly 
shame, don’t you know, for Bernard 
Shaw to prefer German praise to British 
ridicule! 

Anyway, when Sir Herbert Beerbohin 
Tree, as soon as the current run of “The 
Darling of the Gods'’ is terminated at 
His Majesty's. invites English playgo- 
ing attention to ‘‘Pygmalion,”’ it will be 
found thatthe shrewd Mr. Shaw has 
spiked the biggest gun of London crit- 
icism, stealing its thunder, so to speak, 
by gaining Germany's favorable ver- 
diet in advance, thus almost surely giv- 
in® fo the’ English reviews, if condemna- 
tory, the aspect of spiteful malice. An‘, 
if they be praiseful instead, the sardonic 
Shaw can chuckle to his heart's con- 
tent, claiming that he now has found 
the “big stick’’—a German biudgeon at 
that'—with which to .compel Englisn 
fair play in thé field of dramatic crit- 
icism. It’s a very pretty situation in- 
deed, vastly creditable to Bernard 
Shaw’s finesse and sense of humor. 


In the story of “‘Pygmalion” the per- 
turbing Mr. Shaw soberly contends that 
the only thing neétessary in the making 
of a Duchess from the raw material of 
a Cockney flower-zgirl is to change the 
latter’s native pavement patois into the 
@peech-éffectations of the British aris- 
(eracy. Both are inherently ridiculous 
and foreign to pure English diction, he 
points out, but each is the one and only 
authoritative credential of its class. 

A certain Henry Higgins, professor of 
phonetic science, is the Pygmalion who 
thus transforms the Eliza-Galatea of 
the play from the lowest plebeian into 
the highest patrician type. 
masterfully expert in his knowledge of 
English dialect that, in the case of a 
Londoner born, he can name the very

“IT began darkly as a Democrat for men only, 
‘and have gradually expanded to a democrat for 
everybody—lI like to spell it with a little ‘d.’ 

“It hurts me to recall my old-fashioned ideas of 
women’s rights—the same primitive ideas to 
which you have been victims ever since you lost 
your high estate. For you once did occupy the 
highest estate. Before men reversed the order 
of things they were only your subjects; women 
held supremacy over the world. There was a 
time when the Deity was invested with female 
sex. Mankind bowed down before the Mother 
Goddess as head of the universe, and woman on 
earth was boss. You remember how Aeschylus 
in ‘Eumenides’ describes the mother-family, the 
mother as center and head of the domestic group 
and pivot of the social system. That was no mere 
fiction. The matriarchate or mother-power was 
fact. 

“Under that system, and, by the way, it sur- 
vives even now in West Africa and among the 
Banks Islands, descent and kin were reckoned 
thr ugh the woman, not through the man. The 
woman was thought of as at her home, with her 
kin, and the husband came to her. She _ con- 
trolled the terms on,which she accepted him. She 
and her kin drove him away if they chose. The 
children were hers and remained with her. The 
property remained hers; the man abandoned his 
when he became her husband. Incidentally, do 
you know what husband originally meant? It 
meant houseman, 9 sort of menial. He was the 
smallest factor in the household. Religion, po- 
litical control, wars and alliances were mother’s 
business, while father fagged and made the beds. 
Sometimes, as among the ancient Lycians, the 
men were abused, treated harshly, even brutally. 
Women’s sway was absolute. It was theirs to 
confer glory on braves. They elected the war 
chiefs and attended to all the voting everywhere. 
Think of it! 

“Then something happened. As soon as cer- 
tain changes in life conditions made it possible 
fer a man to get his wife off to himself away 
from her kin, her bachelor brothers and uncles, 
there was the Devil to pay. I say it not profane- 
ly, but literally, The married man exhibited 
batapic qualities hitherto undreamt of. He first 
asserted ownership of the woman’s- children and 
then of the-woman herself. He became the main

700,000 PERSONS 
IN WANT IN JAPAN, 
MANY STARVING 


Failure of Rice oe and Fisher- 
ies Brings Worst Famine in 
One Hundred Years. 


HOUSES USED FOR FUEL 


People in Two Districts Are Liv- 
ing on Grass Seeds and De- 
composed Food. 


TOKIO, March 21.-—With more than 
200,000 persuus in actual want and more 
than 10,000,000 feeling the touch of fam- 
ine in the Tohoku and Hokkaido 4is- 
tricts, the Government officials and 
charitable organizations here are strain- 
ing every measure to meet the situa- 
tion. The want in these districts is 
caused by the dual failure of the rice 
crops and the fisheries, } due to the 
unseasonably cold w ‘of last sum- 
mer. 

Because of the cold the rice did not 
head and proved the worst failure in 
100 years. This cool weather was largely 
due to the strength of the cold currents 
in the ocean, which kept the fish from 
arriving in the fishing grounds, as they 
usually do with the warmer waters from 
the south. These two failures left. the 
thickly populated sections virtually with- 
out anything to eat, rice and fish be- 
ing the staple diet, and with nothing at 
all to sell. The famine conditions are 
declared to be the most severe any sec- 
tion of Japan has known for more than 
100 years. 

Letters Tell of Starvation. 

The earthquake and volcanic disasters 
that have visited Japan this winter have 
made great demands upon the wealthy 
classes and the Government. Appeals 
have been reaching the Government here 
and the charity organizations since the 
first of the year. At first they reported 
hunger, then illness, now they tell of 
starvation and death. 

It seems to be the general opinion 
among Americans who have taken their 
knowledge on hearsay, that Japan is a 
country of perpetua! cherry blossoms, 
balmy air and pretty almond-eyed maid- 
ens in gala-colored kimonos. On the 
contrary, much cold and disagreeable 
weather is found here; the cherry trees 
only blossom for two or three weeks 
in April. In less than 100 miles north 


Siof Tokio, you get into a country with 


a winter climate about like Northern 
Ohio. Continuing north, increasing cold 
is found, and in Hokkaido there is a 
large amount of snow during the winter 
months, often cutting off communica- 
tion on the main line of travel, and 
blocking up traffic for days at a time. 
Spring does not begin to open up here 
till April. 

Before the general unaffected public 
knew there were even possible famine 
conditions in the North, men in Tokio 
and other large cities, who deal in hu- 
manity, were already in the Alstricts 
that were beginning to feel the 
pinch, gathering young girls to fill the 
resorts and factories of the cities. Girls 
from 15 to 20 have been arriving in large 
bumbers at the terminal station in Toxio 
for the Northern railroad lines. The 
parents often give their consent to thie 
They are so reduced 
that anything seems better than just 
starving to death.” The girls willing’y 
go with their new masters because it is 


sithe duty of a Japanese child to do any- 


thing that may be necessary to support 
the parents. 
Tearing Down Houses for Fuel. 

A foreigner resident in the famine 
cistrict tells how the houses are being 
gradually demolished in places in order 
tc provide fuel. One large house, cov- 
ering 600 square feet, was offered for 


|} sale at $7.50, and, no one having money 


enough to buy it, was gradually taken 
apart and used as fire wood. Many per- 
sons are found living on grass .seeds, 
animal enttait#® and decomposed food 
that dogs would not touch. A fish’s head 
rescued from the refuse of a fish shop, 
in a pot of water with a little grass 
seed, was found in one hut, on which the 
family hoped to make three meals. A 
boy who was suffering severely, after 
being examined by two doctors, was 
found to have a great wad of straw in 
bis stomach, which he had swallowed 
in an effort to appease the Enawing of 
hunger, 

Children in many places have be. 
come too weak to go to school. Thelp 
teachers, who receive from $6.50 to 
$7.50 per month, belong to the class 
who are too proud to receive help. 
Many of these teachers are suffering 
because their salaries have not bees 
paid. The fact that there are several 
classes who are too proud to tell o” 
their own suffering makes it very 
difficult to deal with those in heed. 

Government Helps Needy. 

Much is now being done to relleoe 
che suffering, through the press, 
through a special relief organization 
made up of Tokio business men and 
officials, and through various mis- 
sionary organizations and  individ- 
uals. The Government has set asid» 
6,000,000 yen ($3,000,000) for aid. But 
the trouble with this is that it igs nor 
meant to supply food direct to the 
sufferers. The money is to be loaned 
to various village and prefectural au- 
thorities to be used in paying for 
special work,.in order that the people 
may help themselves, and ig to be 
paid back to the Government within 
a period of 20 years. Moreover, of 
this 6,000,000 yen, only 2,500,000 are 
to be used this year. The remainde> 
will be distributed next year to help 
in paying for seed rice, since, in 
many villages, not even enough rice 
wag harvested to allow for seed, and 
in paying for special work. 

It will perhaps be two or three 
months before a comprehensive re- 

of the conditions in the entire 
famine district can be made. Even 
with the aid that is now being of- 
fered, and with the let-up of winter, 
the suffering will not be over. 
Months must pass before another 
rice crop can be harvested, and the 
people must live, acquire strength to 
earry en thelr work, ané must have 
seei for planting. Many energetic

City Life Learns This Man te Appre- 
clate the Farmer. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to your questions on “The 
Drift to the City.” 

1. I left the farm after my father’s 
death because the place was under heavy 
inortgage and none of the family was 
old enough to run the farm. The farm 
was sold and with thé money we moved 
to town and mother clothed and cared 
for six children ag best she could. As 
soon as I was big enough (at 15 years) 
I hired to a farmer and took the place 
of a man at the plow and in the hay 
field for five months at $5 a month. That 
winter I attended school. I quit in 
the spring to go to the country for. $8. 
That winter I went to school, then to 
the country in the sprrng for $12 I 
rad intended to go to school that winter, 
Lut hired to a stockman for 50 cents a 
day until spring, then worked till fall 
for $20 a month. In the meantime my 
two oldest sisters obtained positions in 
the city and the family moved there 
and I went because my mother wanted 
to keep us all together. 

2. If I had it to do over again, I do 
rot think I could have done otherwise 
under the circumstances, and one thing 
1 learned in the city that I never could

3. I have always done factory work 
and have received salaries from $15 to

rot think I am an exception. 

4. I do not think the city is as good a 
place to rear a family as the county, 
vecause pure air is the best thing that 
can be given to growing children, and 
that ig almost an impossibility in the 
city, especially with the common class. 

5. City life is very attractive, but not 
always profitable, so very attractive that 
it has cost many an innocent country 
lass or lad years of untold agonies that 
ihey would never have met with in the 
country. If farmers would write the 
Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton and get the good sound advice they 
give as to treatment of soil and vege- 
tation, alsn cut their farms in half, 
they would find they would raise more 
and make more money with less labor 
and less expense than at present and 
would in the end give their girls and 
boys more pleasure and less drudgery, 
and do more to reduce the cost of high 
living than anything that could be done

The Fietcher pure advertising bill 
failed of passage by a single vote in 
the House of Delegates Friday, but will 
be revived at Tuesday’s meeting on a 
motion to reconsider, and probably will 
pass. 

The Counct] bill was passed unani- 
mously by the upper branch, andvaction 
was deferred several times in the House 
since the Legislative Committee recom- 
mended its passage. The vote Friday 
was 14 for and 8 against, while the 
meesure required 15 votes to pass. 

Speaker Gazzolo, Delegates Scully 
Hoffner and Moog, who voted against 
the bill, assured Fletcher they did so 
because they were not familiar with the 
report of the Legisjative Committee and 
expected to vote for it at the next meet- 
ing after studying the bill. It provides 
that the publication fn any form of a 
*misleading’’ advertisement shall be a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
from $5 to $500. 

At a public hearing In the Council, de-

STUNNING BLOW TO

The initiative campaign for the com- 


pletion of the free bridge by the Reber|’ 


approach route was brought to a suc- 
cessful close last night with the signa- 
tures of more than 50,000 registered vot- 
ers to the petitions. This is about 20,000 
gingatures in excess of the legally re- 
quired number. 

Several ward canvassers did not 
liver their petitions to the Citizens’ 
Committee last night, but promised to 
have them in before 9 a. m. tomorrow, 
the hour set for filing the petitions with 
the Board of Election Commissioners 
for verification. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, which conducted the campaign, 
estimated that several thousand sig- 
natures would yet be filed, bringing 
the total up to probably 55,000. 

The splendid success of the initia- 
tive campaign was a stunning blow to 
the riouse of Delegates combine, which 
has refused to pass an ordinance giving 
the people an opportunity to vote on a 
bond issue for the completion of the 
bridge. The leaders of the combine free- 
ly predicted that the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee could not obtain the necessary 31,000 
signatures to submit the bridge question 
to a vote of the people under the ini- 
tlative amendment to the city charter.

William H. Shaiper Killed by One of Two Men 


He and His Partner, Richard Joyce, Arrest 
at Sixteenth and Lucas When They Dis- 
cover Them Escorting Man Who Had Fall- 
en--Slayer Found Wounded After Duel. 


arrested as a footpad. The man 


was shot. twice, near 
in the abdomen. He was 
dead when taken from an ambulance 
at the city hospital. He was 40 years 
old and married, and lived at 4002 Floris- 
sant avenue. He has been a, member 
of the force six years. 

Shaiper and Policeman Richard Joyce, 
saw three men, one of whom appeared 
to have fallen, while the others seemed 
to be dragging him along. 


Arrested Three Men. 
Shaiper and Joyce, ‘suspecting that a 


robbery was being committed, ques- 
tioned the men, and receiving unsatis- 
factory replies, arrested them. Accord- 
ing to Joyce, Shaiper walked ahead, 
about 50 feet, with one of the prisoners, 
while Joyce followed with the others. 
Suddenly Joyce heard a shot and saw 
his partner stagger and fall, throwing 
his arms about the neck of the prison- 
er. Then there were two more shots. 
The prisoner shook off the dying police- 
man’s grasp and ran. Joyce said that 
Shaiper had his revolver in. his hand 
and attempted to fire, when he was 
first shot but when the other two bul- 
lets were fired into him, he fell back 
dying. 

Joyce fired at the fugitive as he ran 
east on Lucas avenue to Fifteenth 
street and turned toward Washington 
avenue. But he was hampered by drag- 
ging his prisoners and the slayer dis- 
appeared. 

_Patrolmen Helgoth and Holman, who 
were on St. Charles street and heard 
the shooting, ran to Lucas avenue. 
Sergt. Gleason and a squad of police-

nue between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets, Holman’s ears caught a click, 
which sounded like that made by a re- 
volver. 


Shots Exchanged in Lot. 
They tiptoed into the vacant lot for a 


few feet and dropped to the ground. 
There was a shot. Holtman raised him- 
self to his knee, fired in the direction 
of the flash, and dropped again. The 
shot was not returned. After wait ng 
a few moments he fired a second time, 
and there was no answer. Then the 
policemen, crawling, gradually closed 
upon the spot from which the flash had 
come. 

They found a man lying unconscious 
on the ground, with a bullet in his 
breast above the heart. In his hand was 
a loaded revolver, one shell of which 
had been discharged. Beside him lay 
four exploded shells. He was sent to the 
city hospital and there was said to be 
fatally wounded. 

Joyce’s prisoners said they were S. J. 
Wagener of 2714 Gamble street and David 
O’Connor, who said he came to St. Louis 
recently in search of work. 

O’Cormor said he met Morgan late in 
the afternoon in a saloon at 1525 Market 
street, and they had several drinks to- 
gether. They decided to take a walk 
before going to bed. 

Men’s Stories Cause Arrest. 

Wagner, a paperhanger, told the police 
he was walking west on the south side 
of Lucas avenue between Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth streets when he saw one of 
two men walking in the same direction 
on the opposite side of the street slip 
and fall. Wagner said he ran over, think- 
ing the man hurt, as he lay still for 
several moments. 
He said he and Morgan argued. as to 
whether the third man, who was O’Con- 
nor, was hurt, and then helped him to- 
ward Sixteenth street just as Patrol- 
man Shaiper appeared and commanded 
them to halt. Wagner said the officer 
Srrested them when he and Morgan 
told conflicting stories about O’Connor’s 
fall. 


Slayer Says He Shot Himself. 

At the city hospital the slayer was 
revived long enough to say that his last 
name was Morgan. He asserted he shot 
himself in the chest because he wanted 
to die. He said none of the shots fired 
by Patrolmen Holtman and Helgoth hit 
him. He admitted shooting Patrolman 
Shaiper, but lapsed into unconsciousness 
before he could tell why he shot the 
officer. 

Examination of the man’s clothing at 
the city hospital disclosed the name 
“Dan White” written in indelible pencil 
on,one of his hose supporters, On his 
left forearm were tatooed the initials 
"w A. W. 

Later the man known as Morgan ifn a 
period of consciousness said his name 
was David Alfred Whitney and that he 
Iived at 1425 Market street. He had been 
out of work six months, he said. 

“I was drinking,” said Whitney, “and

me. Then I shot myself because I shot

NIEDRINGHAUS SAYS 
EA-GONVICT’S TALK 
BROKE UP HOME 


Doctor Declares Stories Told by 
Man He Béfriended Caused 
Wife to Sue. 


Dr. Ralph Niedringhaus, who is be- 
ing sued for divorce by Mrs. Fanny H. 
Niedringhaus, now living at 4434 Fores< 
Park boulevard with her father, Fran- 
cis 8. Higgins of the Higgins Leather 
Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 


American Hotel last night the separa- 
tion was the result of his wife’s misin- 
terpretation of his duties and activities 
as a physician and surgeon. He said 
she had been influenced by gossips in 
Granite City, where they formerly re- 
eided, and that chief among them was 
an ex-convict whom he hed befriended. 

Mrs. Niedringhaus filed suit Friday, 
asking the custody of two children, 
Ralph, 11 years old, and Elizabeth, 3. 
The petition avers her husband stayed 
out late at night and refused to tell her 
where’ he had been, and also charges 
neglect, setting forth that while she was 
ill in a hospital recently he seldom vis- 
ited her and that, although his annual 
income was $0000, he failed to provide 
properly for her and the children. 

Amicable Talk Over Telephone. 

Dr. Niedringhaus, who is the son of 
Henry &. Niedringhaus, cashier of the 
National Enameling and Stamping Cé.; 
Granite City, said that after the suit 
was filed he talked with his wife by 
telephone in relation to the charges. 
Their conversation he said, was ami- 
cable and frank. He said his wife told 
him she did not make all the charges 
recited in the petition, but that they had 
been included by her attorney as es- 
sential to the suit. 


Dr. Niedringhaus said the separation 
was deeply regretted by himself and his 
wife and he wished a reunion could be 
arranged. He denied all the charges re- 
cited in the complaint and said that the 
allegation that he had not properly pro- 
vided for his wife and children was 
ridiculous, 


Dr. Niedringhaus said that in the 
eight years he was a member of the 
State Board of Medical Examiners of 
Illinois he frequently was called upon 
to go to Chicago. These trips, he said, 
had been misrepresented to his wife by 
gossipers who aroused unwarranted sus- 
picion in her. 


Puts Blame on Ex-Convict. 

Dr. Niedringhaus placed virtually the 
entire responsibility for the differences 
that led to the separation upon an ex- 
convict for whom he had obtained a 
parole and whom he took into his office 
as secretary in the hope of regenerating 
him. 

Whenever he was called to Chicago 
or other cities, Dr. Niedringhaus said, 
the ex-convict would carry unfounded 
tales to others about town. Some of 
these, he said, even were carried by the 
man to Mrs. Niedringhaus, who, he said, 
gave them credence because the man 
was so close to her husband and so 
familiar with his. business affairs.

man addressed 2000 persons this after- 
noon in Union Square Park. In _ this 
crowd were anarchists, employed and 


unemployed, members of the I. W. W. 
and all sorts of malcontents. 

‘March upon Fifth avenue and take 
that which belongs to you,” she cried, 
and her audfence became excited. ‘‘En- 
joy the fruits of your labor along with 
those who hold in their custody the es- 
sentials of comfort and luxury. March 
upon the hotels, restaurants and bake- 
shops.”’ 

Carlo Tresca, Alexander Berkman anid 
a dozen other leaders in the revolution- 
ary movement, made addresses on the 
same incendiary lines. Lincoln Stef- 
fens, president of the Free Speech 
League, asked the police to permit the 
speaking in the park. The police asked 
for the necessary permit. There was 
none, and the orators began speakinz 
at the edge of the park, but soon the 
crowd grew until the audience crowd- 
ed over the grass. After the speaking be- 
ran Steffens left and took no further 
art in the gathering. 

A man in the audience, said to be 
an I. W. W. leader, turned to persons 
near him and said: 

“This crowd makes me sick. What 
do they want to butt into our game 
for? I guess there’s money in it. They 
are taking up a collection to buy cham- 
page for Goldman and Berkman.” 
March Up Fifth Avenue. 
There was a collection being taken, 
but Emma Goldman said it was to be 
used to establish permanent headquar- 
ters for the unemplo red. The speak- 
ing over, Berkman, flanked by two wom- 
en, started up Fifth avenue, followed 
by 1000 or more men. Mang of them 
were in a cengerous state of excite- 
ment. 
Some of Berkman’s followers marched 
in the middle of the street. Others took 
to the sidewalk, Fifth avenue was 
crowded. Well-dressed men and women 
were pushed from the sidewalk. Auto- 
mobiles and horse-drawn vehicles were 
not allowed to go ‘*hroueh the line of 
march. At Thirtieth street the revolu- 
tionary crowd, yelling threats and curses 
to those in houses, unfurled a black 
flag on which was printed in blood-red 
letters ‘‘Demolizione,’’ which is the Ital- 
ian for ‘‘Destruction.”’ 
No apparent effort was made by the 
police to prevent the march up Fiftn 
avenue. A few detectives walked at ths 
front and dropped out one by one to 
make reports by telephone to head- 
quarters. Meanwhile. the marchers 
gathered recruits as they proceeded. 
When an automobile tried to pass 
Berkman and the two women with him 
he would step in front of it and the 
command always was: 
‘You wait until the parade passes.” 
An automobile containing two women 
was caught in the line of march and 
Berkman gave his command. The car 
‘vas stopped and one of the women with 
Berkman stepped close to it and spat 
three times at one of the women in. ths 
car. She tried to spit in the woman’s 
face but failed. © 

But Berkman and his followers were 
laws unto themselves. They had stopped 
crosstown cars at Fourteenth, Twenty- 
eighth, Twenty-ninth, © Thirty-fourth, 
Forty-second, Fifty-ninth and Eighty- 
sixth streets, causing blocks on all the 
lines. 

250 Accept Ledging. 

Berkman announced that they were 
going to the Francisco Ferrer Home in 
East One Hundred and Seventh street, 
where men who have no place to sleep 
would be provided with shelter for the 
night. 

A dozen policemen and a number of 
detectives were about the house when 
Berkman marched up. The sight of the 
police brought order. 

Some men in the Ferrer Association 
came out and distributed inflammatory 
literature. 

Then came Carlo Tresca. He stood 
on the stoop of the house and an- 
nounced that only those who ‘were ac- 
tually homeless and hungry would be 
taken care of. About 250 went in. The 
others dispersed.

as a protest against being ordered to 


reinforce the troops in the anti-home 
rule country. These officers are in sym- 
pathy with the Ulstermen. Thus a po- 
litical situation, regarded as likely to 
prove immediately serious, has precipi- 
tated a crisis more grave than any- 
thing experienced in centuries. 

It was said that orders had arrived 
for the dispatch of the Third Brigade 
to Ulster, but that these could not Ds 
carried into execution because practi- 
cally all the officers had resigned. Or- 
ders for the dispatch of the Sixteenth 
Lancers also failed of execution by rea- 
son of the same wholesale retirements 
of officers. It was rumored that two 
companies of the Darsetshire regiment in 
Belfast had thrown down their arms 


when told they would have 12 hours to 
decide whether they would obey orders. 
Sunday Parade Abanduned. 

If Sunday passes without rioting the 
officials will feel relieved. The Nation- 
alists, acting on John Redmond’s ad- 
vice, have abandoned their parade: in 
Londonderry, which was scheduled for 
Sund ty.

Apart from the immediate need of 
streagthening the forces in Ulster, dis- 
cipline in the entire British Army is 
menaced. That the gravest view is 
taken of the matter tn court and Gov- 
ernment circles, is proved by the confer- 
ences all day between heads of the 
War Office and their visits to Bucking- 
hame Palace. 

King Geerge Consulted. 

War Secretary Seely had a long au- 
dience with King George in the morn- 
ing.

Lord Roberts, who has no official con-

HE SPECULATED 
ONBANK'S MONEY 


Frank P. Wheatly Says $17,053 
Shortage Was Caused by His 
Stock Deals. 


DETECTED BY AUDITOR 


New Checking Up System Is Ex- 
pected to Prevent Defalca- 
tions Over Long Periods. 


Frank P. Wheatly of 5927A Cote Bril- 
liant avenue, deposed note teller of the 
Third National Bank, told yesterday, 
following his arrest, how speculation in 
stocks, in which he used the bank’s 
money, caused his shortage of $17,053. 

The detection of Wheatly’s shortage, 
the third which has been discovered at 
the Third National in two years, was 
due to a new auditing system which, in 
the belief of President F. O. Watts, will 
prevent future defalcations extending 
over any considerable period. Wheatly’s 
shortage originated four years ago. 


Andrew C. Taylor, collection teller, 
was arrested in April, 1912, after a $700 
shortage was discovered. H. C. Baseler. 
paying teller, was arrested last May for 
a shortage of $15,000, Both were sent to 
the Leavenworth penitentiary. 

Auditor Was Appointed. 

As a result of these two defalcationg, 
William C. Tompkins, formerly of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, was ap- 
pointed auditor of the Third National. 
He found at first no outward trace of 
a shortage in Wheatly’s case, but he did 
notice that the receipts at his window 
were below what the average business 
there would seem to justify. 

Investigation led to the questioning of 
Wheatly, whose answers were so unsat- 
isfactory that he was suspended from 
his position. Afterward, when some of 
the transactions had been followed up, 
he admitted, to representatives of the 
surety company which was on his bond, 
that he had been holding back part of 
the money which he had received and 
falsifying his books accordingly. 

He explained this yesterday by saying 
that, when customers would pay cash 3s 
interest on notes, he would keep a part 
of the cash, and, while giving them re- 
ceipts for the full amount, would enter 
on the books a smaller amount than that 
which they had paid. j 

Mande Bad Investments, 

Seven years ago, he said, he began in- 
vesting in stocks—he did not use tho 
word “speculation” in speaking of his 
ventures. He got along well, investing 
only his own funds, tintil 1910. In that 
year, he Said, he made some bad invest- 
ments, and needed money to keep his 
balance from being wiped out. Then, 
for the first time, he took the bank's 
money, he said. 

He took mote, {n the hope of recov- 
ering the first amount, he said, and this 
continued until he was hopelessly in- 
volved. Although he knew for severni 
months that detection was inevitable, 
he did not try to run’'away. He is a 
widower, and has lived with an unmar- 
ried sister and a brother, who is also a 
widower. His salary was $2400 a year. 

A warrant containing five counts, and 
alleging embezzlement of $1400 from a 
national bank, was issued by District 
Attorney Houts. A sentence of five 
years on each count is possible, and it is 
also possible that more warrants may be 
issued, covering some of the balance of 
the $17,063 shortage.

Hope for an Earlier Decision 
Than U. S. Supreme Court 
Will Give on Appeal. 


LOST THERE ONCE BEFORE 


Upholding of City Ordinance, 
’ However, Doesn’t Deter Them 
From Trying Again. 


The St. Louis Poster Advertising 
Co., which controls most of the bill- 
boards upon which posters are past- 
ed, took into the State courts yes- 


terday, the fight !t had been making 
in the Federal Courts against the 
constitutionality of the 1905 billboard 
ordinance. 

Suit to restrain enforcement of the 
ordinance was filed against Mayor 
Kiel, Building Commissioner McKel- 
vey and Chief of Police Young. 

The ordinance is denounced as un- 
reasonable and unconstitutional. It 
cannot be enforced without impos- 
ing hardship on the billboard com- 
panies, it is declared. 

Hope for Earlier Decision. 

Plaintiff's counsel told reporters 
the suit is similar to the one which 
Federal Judge Dyer recently decided 
against the company and from whose 
decision an appeal was granted to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
yesterday. 

The purpose of the suit in the State 
Court is to pave the way in getting 
the case before the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, which, according to 
counsel, may reach a decision before 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The fact the State Supreme Court 
once upheld the validity of the same 
ordinance in a suit brought by the 
St. Louis Gunning System does not 
deter a second effort to have that 
court hold the measure as unconsti- 
tutional because the first decision 
was by a divided court, it was ex- 
plained.

Indictment Based on Testimony 
of Mrs. A. B. Cross, Jersey- 
ville, His Mother-in-Law. 


REDUCED FROM WEALTH 


Woman Whose Husband Pro- 
jected A. J. & P. Road Is Now 
Living in a Modest Cottage. 


A new chapter in the tragedy of a 
wealthy widow's trust in her daughter’s 
husband, maintained through good and 
evil report, which ended in disaster, ap- 
pears in an indictment, based upon the 
testimony of Mrs. Anna B. Cross of 
Jerseyville, Ill., which charges that half 
a million dollars of her property was 
embezzled by her son-in-law, Edgar M. 
Davis, formerly of 24 Kingsbury place, 
enthusiastic golfer and former member 
of prominent St. Louis clubs. 

Mrs. Cross is a widow of Andrew W. 
Cross, projector of the Alton, Jackson- 
ville & Peoria Railway, and one of the 
wealthiest men in Jersey County, IIli- 
nois. After her husband’s death Mrs. 
Cross gave to her son-in-law a power 
of attorney for the control of her estate, 
and he was made president of the rail- 
road property. He also became presi- 
dent of a St. Louis fire insurance com- 
pany. 

With his mansion in Kingsbury place, 
and with his pesition in business and 
club life, Darts appeared to most of his 
acquaintances in an enviable light. The 
first hint of trouble came with the filing 
of sults against him, in October, 1911, 
by clothiers in Chicago and St. Louis, 
for sums aggregating less than $1000. 

Road Put in Receivers’ Hands. 

A week later he was accused by a 
liquidating committee appointed to wind 
up the affairs of the fire insurance com- 
pany of appropriating $29,000 of the 
concern’s assets. In another few days 
the Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria Rail- 
way went into the hands of a receiver, 
and Jerseyville bankers, who had charge 
of the Cross estate, declared that Davis 
was responsible for the disappearance 
of large sums of the property. 

Davis was reported to be in Califor- 
nia, under treatment for tuberculosis. 
The Kingsbury place mansion was sold 
and Mrs. Davis went to her mother’s 
home. Mrs. Cross, protesting her con- 
fidence in her son-in-law, turned over 
$300,000 worth of real estate securities 
to cover notes bearing her signature, 
and sold her Jerseyville residence, one! 
of the handsomest in Jersey County. 

Moves Into Modest Home. 

Despite these reverses, which com- 
pelled Mrs. Cross to dispose of her au- 
tomobile and to move into a modest 
home, she retained her confidence in 
Davis. It was reported that his health 
compelled him to live in California and 
Arizona, but that he would return and 
retrieve the family fortunes. 

It was not until a year ago that Mrs. 
Cross was persuaded reluctantly to ap- 
pear before a grand jury in Jersey 
County. Her story, which told how she 
had been reduced from one of the 
wealthiest women in that part of Illi- 
nois to comparative poverty, caused 
the grand jury to accuse Davis of em- 
bezzling $300,000 from his  father-in- 
law’s estate. 

The case was set for last fall, 
Davis returned to Jerseyville from 
Phoenix, Ariz., to stand trial. He de- 
clared to reporters that the Cross es- 
tate was involved beyond its value 
when he was placed in control of it, 
and that his administration was merely 
a forlorn hope, in an effort to recover 
what already had been completely lost. 
Mrs. Cross replied that the property 
was incumbered at her husband's death 
but by no means to its entire value. 

Investigation Reopened. 

The case was postponed and. Da- 
vis, who was under bond, returned to 
Phenix. Recently the Jerseyville 
authorities reopened the investigation 
and Mrs. Cross was summoned as the 
chief witness. 

A new indictment, charging Davis 
with embezzling $500,000, was re- 
turned. This does not supersede the 
first indictment, which still stands, 
but is regarded as supplementing it 
by stating the sum total that is miss- 
ing. With it a second indictment was 
reported, accusing Davis of em- 
bezzling $1500 on a note given to Mrs. 
Laura Higgins of Jacksonville, Il. 

Other witnesses besides Mrs. Cross 
who testified before the grand jury 
were A. H. Cochran and Frank Heller, 


and 


of Jerseyville; Paul M. Hamilton, an 
attorney, and Haller Higgins of Jack- 
sonville. The case is set for the June 
term of court, 

Since the indictments were returned 
Friday Mrs. Cross has declined to see 
reporters at her cottage in Jerseyville. 
With her are her daughter and the lat- 
ter’s 6-year-old son, Andrew Cross 
Davis. Davis is reported to be in the 
insurance business in Phenix. 


DIAGRAM OF STORE FOUND

A penciled slip of paper, believed to be 
a diagram of the jewelry store of Frank

Chicago. Kendall and Russell, the dis- 
patch stated; were arrested on suspt- 
ciloh, and the diagram was found in the 
possession of one of them.

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BERLIN NIGHT LIFE 
AS DEMORALIZING 


At Her Instance Police Will In- 
vestigate All Night Licenses 
From Moral Angle.

BERLIN, March 2L—Berlin’s all-night 
licenses are to be sharply reviewed by 
the police as a result of the protests 
from the Empress, who believes the 
general deterioration in public morals 
may be traced to the night life of the 


German capital. The decline in the Ger- 
man birthrate, so distressing to Ger- 
man patriots, also is regarded as one 
of the results of the unrestrained nightly 
dissipation. 

One means suggested by the Germans 
to increase the birthrate is based upon 
their inordinate love of titles. It is that 
every living child more than a year 
old shall raise its parents one step in 
rank, that the fourth class of the Order 
of the Crown shall be given to every 
father with two children, and that three 
children shall bring the Order of the 
Red Eagle, and so on. 

Startling statistics are given this week 
regarding the increase in divorces, es- 
pecially in Berlin, which apparently is 
Germany’s Reno. 

The percentage of divorces to mar- 
riages throughout Germany doubled be- 
tween 1901 and 1911. In 1912 one mar- 
riage in every 2% ended in divorce in 
Prussia. In all Prussian towns the 
percentage rose to one in 18, while in 
Berlin it rose to one divorce in 
marriages. If the present increase 
divorces continue, in 1957 there will 
no married persons who have not 
some time .been divorced except those 
who have just wedded. 

There are 150,000 children, mostly 3 
years of age, orphaned by their pa- 
rents’ divorce, and at the present rate 
of increase the number will reach half 
a million within a few years. 

The growth of luxury, Increasing im- 
morality and night life are said to be 
the principal contributing causes, espe- 
cially in Berlin, though one weekly pa- 
per says there is a small Prussian town 
where it would be difficult to find one 
young married woman who.is faithful 
to her husband. 

Many of the night resorts in Berlin 
do not open until 2 a. m., and several 
open after the cabarets and dance halls 
are closed and continue until daylight. 
To see men in evening dress returning 
home at.8 and 9 o’clock in the morning 
is .not unusual. Friedrichstrasse ‘!s 
hardly less crowded in the small hours 
than at midday.

The initiative, referendum and re- 
eall articles of the proposed new city 
eharter were finally adopted by the 
Board of Freeholders last night and 
their publication authorized. These 
are the first articles of the proposed 
charter to be officially adopted. 

Both the initiative ané@ referendum 
articles are radically G@ifferent from 
similar provisions in the present 
charter. While the present. charter 
provides that 16 per cent of the vote 
cast for Mayor at the last preceding 
election for Mayor shall be necessary } 
to initiate an ordinance at a general 
election and 26. per cent at a special 
election, the article of the new char~ 
ter on this subject requires but five 
per cent of the entire registered vote 
at the last preceding election for the 
initiation of an ordimamece to be sub- 
mitted at a general election and 
seven per cent for a special election, 

People Have Great Power .- 

If the provisions of the proposed 

charter were now in ferce, tnstead 


of requiring 31,000 signatures te in- | 


itiative, petitions for the submission 
of a free bridge bond ordinance te a 
vote of the people, only 10,500 sig- 
matures would be required. 


The object of the Freeholders was} 


to make the initiative, referendum 
and recall provisions easily operative. 


-They thought it was safe to give the 


people great power in the matter of 
initiating legislation, er nullifying it 
through the referendum. 
Amendments to the city charter may 
also be submitted by the initiative, but 
the percentage required is 10 per cent of 
the registered vote for a general elec- 
tion, and 16 for a spectal election. 
Aldermen May Avert Elections. 
The article provides that the Board 
of Bilectian Commissioners shall cer- 
tify to: the Municipal Assembly that the 
initiative. petitions are sufficient or in- 
sufficient, as the case may be The 
Board of Aldermen will have the power 
to pass any ordinance proposed by the 
initiative, without amendment, within 
60 days, but if it does not pass within 
that time it must be submitted to a 
vote of the people either at a regular 
or special election.

The whole 
question, of forfeiture, from a legal 
standpoint, was submitted to e6x- 
President Tafts while Secretary of 
War, and his full and carefully con- 
sidered opinion is authoritative upon 
the present question of forfeiture. 

“If a forfeiture exists the procedure 
is simple. The Secretary of War ia 
authorized in the event of a forfeiture 
to take. possession of the bridge and no 
action of Congress is necessary. If the 
Secretary of War refuses to bring an 
action to recover the possession of the 
bridge if the property be not delivered 
to him upon demand, the Post-Dispatch, 
General Crow’s client, is not without 
remedy because it can institute a man- 
damus suit and compel the Secretary of 
War to perform his duty. 

“The purpose of the inhibition in the 
franchise of the Merchants’ Bridge, 
sgainst it being operated or controlled 
by any other company was to secure 
reasonable rates. In 1888, when the fran- 
chise was granted, but little was known 
about the scope of the power and au- 
thority of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. At this time we know that 
the rates over the Merchants’ Bridge, 
as well as over the Dads Bridge, sre 
absolutely subject to fixation and re- 
view by the Commission. 

Bridge Case New Pending. 

“In order to obtain reasonable rates 
a forfeiture is wholly unnecessary, and 
consequently all that need be done is 
to apply to the commissi for action. 
This has been done, and there ig now 
pending before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission a case awaiting decision 
which involves the bridge charges at 
St. Louis. E 

“Ags consideration for using the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge the Terminal railroad 
ageociation pays six per cent interest 
on $2,000,000 of eutstanding bonds. If a 
forfeiture were declared the Termina! 
Ratiroad Association would cease pay- 
ing this interest and the bondholders 
would absolutely lose their investment. 

“Tf real causes of forfeiture exist. 
let the Secretary of War cope with 
the situation, and let an orderly an4 
well considered lawsuit be brought 
wherein a calm and judicial determi- 
nation may be had molded out of and 
springing from a full develepment of 
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which controlled the bridge eompany,

He says }.e refereed a battle 
between Red Watson and a lad by the 
name of McPartland at San Francisco 
some two years ago—and this is the 
last he has seen. 

‘Tt always like to see’ a good scrap, 
but most of the fighters nowadays are 
jokes, so what's the use of watching 
them?” is the excuse he gives for not 
going oftener to matches. 


Feds Will Make Good. 


OLITICS and baseball are two 
things dear to the heart of the 
best known man im the history of 
pugilism.

| BY THEIR WEIGHT 


It has taken séveral years for pub- 
lic officials te get the proper angle 
on the question of automobile taxa- 
tion; but the ‘present year is likely 
to see much legislation along. ra- 
tional lines. And more will certainly 
follow. 

A bill is pein in the New Jersey 
Legislature which takes into consid- 
eration not only ‘the horsepower, but 
the weight of ar automobile, in fixing 
the amount of "taxation. It also pro- 
vides that-the moneys derived from 
motor car taxation shall be applied to 
road work after the.amount nécessary 
for the upkeep of the Motor Vehicle 
Department has been deducted. 


‘The bill now pending before the |. 


Legislature, together with the bill ex- 
empting automobiles from personal 
taxation, hag ‘the support of the ad- 
ministration,” says the State Commis- 
sioner. “It. has been a well-known 
fact for sometime that the grading 
of fees in accordance’ with horsepower 


.did not bring about the result desired, 


and the element of weight was 
equally important with the horsepow- 
er of the engine. 

“I confidently belleve that other 
states will follow the lead of New 
Jersey tn this particular, and .that all 
funds derived from automobiles will 
be assessed upon a more scientific 
basis, and applied to the purposes of 
road repair and construction.”

AT CROSSINGS 
UF TROLLEY LINES 


Motorists Say They Are Much 
More Dangerous Than Rail- 
road Grade Intersections. 


“Fatal accidents at grade crossings 
have already occurred in the early 
spring touring, and these lamentable | 
accidents again turn our attention to 
the railroad and trolley death traps 
and the urgent need of strict legisia- 
tion,” says a prominent ~ automobile 
man... 

“The grade crossing laws through- 
out the country are entirely inade 
quate.:In many states there are laws 
regulating steam railroads, but there 
are few commonwealths that regu- 
late the speed of trolley cars at grade 
crossings and other places where the 
lives .of- motorists are. in jeopardy. 
There is no plausible reason why 
there should not be as strict laws 
governing the electric car service in 
the open country as are those deal- 
ing with steam trains. Certainly the 
traveling public should have as much 
protection from one as the other. 

“The antiquated ‘Stop-Look-Listen’ 
signs are inadequate. Oftentimes they 
are hidden from view around a curve 
or behind trees and shrubbery. Flag- 
men should be at all high-speed cross 
ings from 6 o’clock in the morning 
until midnight. There should be some 
signal, such as a loud sounding gong, 
to denote the approach of a car, At 
night lanters should be used as sig- 
nals which might be seen from a dis- 
tance by approaching travelers. 

“There should be stronger protec- 
tion on Sunday when there is a large 
increase in traffic by motorists, pe- 
destrians and horse drivers. All these 
are vitally interested in protection 
at the grade crossing death traps, 
which extend from coast to coast. It 
seems to me that the various auto- 
mobile clubs and associations could 
accomplish nothing more important 
than the protection of motorists it

NEW HAVEN AGREE 
ON DISSOLUTION 


Weeks of Negotiation Result in 
Second Big Victory for At- 
torney-General. 


ROAD TO SELL HOLDINGS 


Several Years Allowed for Drop- 
ping Subsidiaries—Trustees 
Provided For. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—After sev- 
eral weeks of negotiations, the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad tonight an- 


nounced that they had reached a com- 
plete agreement for a dissolution of the 
New Haven. 

‘The indicated arrangements, which 
will be submitted to the road’s stock- 
holders, follow: 

‘1. The- Boston Railroad Holding Co. 
is a Massachusetts corporation hold- 
ing a majority of the stock of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad and 90 per cent 
of the former stock, in turn, is owned 
by the New Haven Railroad. The char- 
ter of the holding company prohibits it 
from disposing of the Boston & Maine 
stock. The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts will be asked to remove this pro- 
hibition, and, if this is done, the stock 
of the holding company will be trans- 
ferred at once to five trustees, after 
arrangements have been made to pro- 
tect the minority stock of the holding 
company, they shall the Boston & 
Maine stock, prior to Jan. 1, 1917. 

‘2. The stocks of the companies 
which control the Connecticut and 
Rhode Island trolleys will be placed in 
the hands of trustees—five for each 
state—and shall be sold within five years 
from July 1, 1914. 


To Sell Steamer Stock. 

“3. Th@ majority stock of the Mer- 
chants’ and Miners’ Transportation Co. 
now held by the New. Haven Railroad 
will be placed in the bands of three 
trustees and shall be sold within three 
years from July 1, 1914. 

4. The Jninority stock in the Eastern 
Steamship Corporation held by the New 
Haven Railroad shall be sold within 
three years from July 1, 1914, and in the 
meantime shall be deprived of voting 
power. 

5. Whether the New Haven Rallroad 
shall be permitted to retain the sound

Tennessee Supreme Court handed down 
e decision today, involving the control] 
of Vanderbilt University, which annuls 
the veto by the College of Bishops of the 
Southern Methodist Church of the ac- 
ceptance, by the Board of Trust, of Ar 
drew Carnegie’s million-dellar gift to 

the Vanderbilt medical department. 

The Court held the Board of Trust 
a self-perpetuating beéedy and upheld 
their right to administer the affairs of 
the university. 

The Court, however, held that the 
Board of Trust’s selection was subject 
to confirmation by the general confer- 
ence or the church’s Board of Educa- 
tion.

2-MONTH BUILDING 


Permits for Construction Reach 
Total of $150,000 for Jan- 
uary and February. 


BIG -CHURCHES PLANNED 


Cupples Memorial Will Cost 
$100,000 and Work Is Re- 
sumed on North Cabanne. 


Building records ef University City for 
the months of January and February 
were broken in the two months just 
closed. 

Permits granted call for expenditures 
of $73,000, and definitely determined con- 
struction in immediate prospect will 
bring this sum up to $150,000. 

Basing his conclusions on the building 
permits issued in the last two months, 
lots purchased in the year with build- 
ing plans, the aggressive campaign of 
the sales forces handling the various 
subdivisions and the statements ad- 
vanced by real estate operators, Ed- 
ward J. Schall, president of the Uni- 
versity Heights Improvement Associa- 
tion is of the opinion that build- 
ing operations in University City for 
1914 will not fall far short of $500,000, 
only $69,825 less than the combined totals 
of 1912 and 1913. 

Big tmprovements Completed. 

The public and private improvement 
projects completed in the past year or 
now under way, involving the expendi- 
tures of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
Tars will be an important factor in at- 
tracting prospective home builders to 
University City. The Ames tract, em- 
bracing about @ acres bounded by 
Kingsbury avenue, Washington Unb 
versity, Melville avenue and Pennsy)l- 
vania avenue, is now being graded and 
improved at a cost of $150,000. The Davis 
Realty Development Co. has invested 
upwards of $0,000 In the improvement 
of Maryland Terrace, lying immediately 
west of Washington University. Im- 
provements in Forsythe Heights have 
cost almost $100,000. Improvements ir 
Tesson Park have been made at an ex- 
pense of $25,000. J. A. Creveling, owner 
of the Creveling tract, and probably the 
heaviest taxpayer on vacant property 
effected by the recently completed $100,- 
000 sewer, promptly paid in $20,000 as 
his proportion of the sewer assess- 
ment.

Building permits, according to the 
records of Building Commissioner 
John J. Roth, totaled $329,625 in 1912 
and $240,800 in 1913. 

The decrease in the aggregate val- 
ue of permits issued in 1918 from the 
previoug year is agcounted for by the 
money stringency and apprehension 
on the part of prospective builders 
caused by the attempts of a small 
faction of property aolders—for 
reasons best known to themselves— 
to invalidate the city charter. The 
validity of the charter has been re- 
peatedly upheld in the courts and it 
is believed that trouble from that ob- 
stacle to the progress of the city has 
been permanently eliminated, 

Of the buildings for which permits 
were issued in 1912, one represents a 
value of $40,000, one of $12,000, five 
of $10,000 each, one of $9000, four of 
$8000 each, 14 of $7000 each, five of 
$6000 each, six of $5000 each. The 
remainder ranged in value down to 
$1075.

Families of Couples Were Neigh- 
bors for Years—Friendship 
Broken by Wedding.

He 
declined to comment on the case until 
he had seen the petition. 

“I could tell lots of things,” he re- 
marked, ‘“‘but what’s the use? Let my 
wife do the talking. It’s her funeral.”’ 

At first he declared he would not 
contest the suit, but decided that he 
did not care to make a definite an- 
nouncement on that point.

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Wrote 400 Novels Under Several Names cnd 
Had Millions of Readers—The World’s Record 


Death of an Expatriated American, 
in London, Reveals That Thomas 
W. Hanshew Was~- Author of 
Scores of “Best Sellers” a Gener- 
ation Ago—His Most Popular 
Romance, “Dora Thorne,” Ran 
Through More Than 100 Editions 


ERTHA’M. CLAY, the novelist, is dead. 
Charlotte M. Braeme, the novelist. died 
the same day. 
Charlotte M. Kingsley and Gus Williams 
died the same day. 
Thomas W. Hanshew, obscure writer of 
a few stories and novels bearing his name, 
died the same day. All these deaths took place at the 
same instant, in the same room of the same house. 

Bertha M. Clay, Charlotte M. Braeme, Charlotte M. 
Kingsley, Gus Williams and Thomas W. Hanshew were 
one and ihe same person. 

The passing away of this quintet got but small atten- 
tion in the newspapers. A brief paragraph in a news 
a.spateh from Ansesiey, a suburb of London, conve, ed 
tue information. The morning the news reached St. 
Louis, a reporter for the Post-Dispatch went to the 
Mereantile Library. 

“Did you know Thomas W. Hanshew, the writer, had 
died?” he asked one of the young men at the counter. 

“Who is Hanshew?” the man asted in reply. 

“He was better known as Bertha M. Clay.’ 

“And who, if | may ask, was Bertha M. Clay?” 

The card catalogue at the Mercantile did not contain 
a single reference to Be'tha M. Clay. A bound vol- 
ume of a magazine published in 1904 had two sto- 
ries written by Hanshew, but that was all. There was 
notbing in the way of bibliography about this interesting 
wuuthor. 


The catalogue at the Public Library listed one book, 


“Her Martyrdom,” by Bertha M. Clay. it was marked 
for the reference shelves and was not to be taken out. 

“What have you about Bertha M. Clay?” a woman 
who appeared to be in authority was as' ed. — 

“Well,” she replied with some hesitation, after look- 
ing closely at the inquirer, “I don’t think there is any- 
thing of hers that we can recommend.” 

Be tha M. Clay was not known at either of the big 
St. Lonis libraries. Yet if one had as'ed every lii- 
erate woman in St. Lous 30 years old and over, it is 
doubtful if one out of 100 would have said that she 
never at any time in her life had read one of Bertha 
M. Clay’s or Charlotte braeme’s novels. The percent- 
age of literate men who had read at least one of her 
booses would probably have been as great. 

If eve y book on the sheives of either library writ- 
ten by Alexander Dumas, pere; Sir Walter Scott, Char!es 
Dictens, Washington irving and Robert Louis Steven- 
sop had Leen put into a certain section, the number of 
all ef them would not have been as large as the total 
number of Clay-Braeme-Kingsley-Williams-Hanshew nov- 
els. It is even open to doubt that all the English-speak- 
ing readers of all these standard books within the last 
generation would not number so many as all the Clay- 
Braeme-Kingsley-Williams-Hanshew readers of the same 
period. 

On the same day of this test of the libraries a some- 
what similar test \was made at the store of one 
of the city’s chief book sellers. A salesman said that 
he had very few of “Mrs. Clay's” boo’s actually in stock, 
but be showed an investigator a catalogue from which 
he might order anything he chose. This catalogue 
' listed 402 novels by Bertha M. Clay and Charlotte M. 
Braeme, many of them in two, three and even four edi- 
tions, to suit various purses. 

Not known to the literati nor even to the literary 
dilettanti. Yet from Maine to California, from the lakes 
to the gulf, it is doubtful that a single hamlet could 
be found that did not have several of the sentimental 
stories of this extraordinary person. And his vogue was 
even greater in England than in America. If one owned 
all the dainty little kerchiefs that have been wet with 
tears of this gentle author’s shedding, he would have 
a first class start toward a corner of the world’s visible 
supply of eambric. 

The bald statement that Hanshew has produced at 
least 400 novels is in itself startling. These novels av- 
erage about 50,000 words and the grand total is more 
than 20,000,000 words. Yet the writer was only 57 years 
_ @ld when he died. Assuming that he began writing at 
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| apy one of these authors would be worth any 4) of 


the tender age of 17, he must have written at least ten 
novels ® year up to his death, almost one a month. At 
the time of his death he was under contract to write 
four more novels within a year and two short stories a 
month for the same year. ; 

The doctor who attended him said he succumbed to 
overwork. Thus far no one has arisen to challenge the 
diagnosis. 

The elder Dumas has stood, the world over, as the 
most voluminous producer of literature of any stan:ling 
at all. Ap expert, after examining all claims carefully, 
finally compiled a list of 277 beoks bearing Dumas’ 
name, in which Dumas bas a reasonably just claim of 
authorship. Even this total is far short of that of Han- 
shew. But of the 277, many were books in which Dumas 
had merely conceived the plots, leaving the rest of it 
to hack writers in his employ. When this is considered 
and when it is considered also that the French lan- 
guage lends itself much more readily to this amazing fe- 
cundity than Engilsh does, Hanshew’'s achievement is 
all the more astonishing. 

Writers of English are much less prolific than writers 
of French. Sir Walter Scott has long been held up as 
a model of industry. Yet 45 fair-sized volumes wil 
contain everything that Scott published. Stevenson's 
aggregate is about 35, Irving's, 28: Dickens’, 30. 

It might be argued with success that any one book of 


Bertha M. Clay’s. If the judgments of literary men 
are to be accepted, that is doubtless true. On the other 
hand, many, many readers who have sat up all nisht 
te finish one of the Clay stories, would have yawned to 
sleep over a book by any of the others. Hamshew wrote 
to please an esiormous, if quiet and self-effacing, cli- 
entele. 

Moreover, many persons of unquestioned literary taste 
often liked to relax over a Bertha M. Clay or Charlotte 
M. Braeme. One illustrious instance was the late Sen- 
ator Hoar of Massachusetts. Mighty man of affairs as 
he was, skilled and learned in all the masterpieces of 
the ages, bis reading pigeon-holed in his memory, whence 
it eould be dragged at any second, “to point a moral 
or adorn a tale,’ Hoar was fond of Bertha M. Clay. 
Slways before his railway journeys between Boston anJd 
Worcester, he slipped“a book by “her” imto his coat 
socket. He told his friends that the relaxation these 
books afforded was the best thing he could think of to 
beguile a tedious journey. 

A glance at the titles of the Clay-Braeme-Kingsley- 
Willtiams-Hanshew novels indicates their general nature. 
First and most ‘amous, of course, is “Dora Thorne,” a 
well-thumbed eopy of which doubtless can be found in 
thousands of attics today. It ran through 100 editions 
and it is not unlikely that it was read by several million 
persons. Then there are such appealing names as 
“The Artful Plotter,” “Gilded Sin,” “Gladys Greye,” 
“The Broken Wedding Ring,” “Enmchained by Passion,” 
“Love Finds a Way,” “When Love and Hate Conflict.” 
No fewer than 28 titles begin with some form of the 
word love. There are 20 which begin with ‘Her’ and 
six which begin with “His.” 

If the lady at the Public Library couldn't recommend 
them, it was certainly not because they glorified vice 
or faited to vindicate virtue. Indeed, whatever may 
have been the variation of the general theme, one could 
always be certain that virtue would in the end be its 
own Vindication. 

it may be assailed, conspired against, attacked from 
every conceivable vantage point. It may be crushed 
to earth. Its clothing may be torn, its face scratched, 
its hair pulled, its shoes bespattered. Oceans of wee 
may sweep over it and hurricanes of temptation beat 
against it. But always it emerges at the last, its face 
aglow with conscious rectitude. 

There are times, of course, when it verges closely upen 
those emotions which civilization has taught us are 
not to be made public property. But in this respect it 
is far less offensive than many of the modern stories 
which are accepted in the best homes. The temptations 
which beset its virtue are suggested, not expressed. 
Nowadays nothing is left to the imagination except 
that whic, the postal regulations will not permit the 
writer to explain. One does not cume out of a Bertha 
M. Clay novel an anatumical expert, a disease specialist, 
a tenderloin connoisseur or an emotional Sybarite. 

The stories may have lacked elemental fire and the 
revolutionary appeal of some of our modern output; 
but they answered a great human longing and trans- 

many a sentimental maiden from the humdrum 
realities of life in the kitchen to that world of wonder 
and delight, where real live Duchesses conversed with 
them in person and the handsome hero always landed 
at last safe in the arms of the girl who deserved te 
get him. 

‘Mr. Hanshew was not.an Englishman. He was born 
in Brooklyn in 1856. He began his career at 10 by 
writing a play fer hie class im scheol. At 16 he was 
famous, but not as a writer. As a boy actor he made 
a country-wide reputation, playing first at Worth's Mu- 
seum in New York, where Daly’s Theater now stands. 

At 21 he had climbed far in his profession and soon 
was playing leading man to such stars as Ellen Terry, 
Adelaide Neilson and Clara Morris: Few young men 
anywhere ever showed such promise. 

Suddenly his dramatic career ended when he was 
about 30 years of age. Just why, Mr. Hanshew never 
stated. That he was a success was admitted univer- 
sally. As a boy he was extremely sensitive, but with a 
cordiality and kindness in his make-up which kept him 
from showing it in any temperamental outbreaks. Per- 
haps something happened which made him wish to for-

EATR{IX BULSTRODE has written 


an account of her photographing 
expedition into Mongolia, lying 
between the Chinese province of 
Chihli and the southern border of 
Siberia. She traveled in a Pekin 
cart, drawn by a mule anda pony 
and accompanteil by their owners, through rel- 
atively untraversed country, to the capital. 
Urga. The usual route by Kalgan and 
across the desert of Gobi was “locked by a. 
guerritla warfare between the Monzols and 
the Chinese. In. her narrative in the Londen 
Illustrated News, Miss Bulstra'le tells of the ; 
terrible prison of Urga, where the convicts are confined 
in boxes which have but ‘one hole, and that only large 
enough for a smal! head to pass through. She says 


“The unpicturesave side of Urga—the dark, hideous 
and gloomy side--vas the prison, a permit to see which 
I obtained with the greatest difficulty. The Mongols 
have it in them to be most diabolically cruel, and a more 
terrible fate tha: that which befalls the Mongsal male- 
factor at Urga is difficult of conception. Within a small 
compound, fenced in by high, spi ed palisades are five 
or six dungeons. There are human beings in those 
dunzeons, and among them a number of highly civ- 
ilized Chinese imprisoned for political offenses, who are 
shut up for the remainder of their lives in heavy, iron- 
bound coffins, out of which they never, under any con- 
citigns or for any purpose, move. They cannot sit up- 
right, they cannot lie down flat, and they see daylight 
but for a few minutes when their food is thrust into 
their coffins twice in the 24 hours. 

“The sight of the hopeless misery of these prisoners 
made it easy to understand the light-heartedness with 
which three Mongol soldiers went to their execution a 
few days later on. Six months previously they had 
murdered their General, and in the interval had been 
dragging out a miserable existence in the coffins. Pre- 
ceded by a cavalcade of medieval-looking soldiery, armed 
all the same with rifles of the latest pattern, the trio 
of criminals were taken in bullock carts to a valley some 
five or six miles away from Urga. This was in order 
that the execution should not offend the sight of the 
mythical gods who dwell in the sacred mountain of 
Bogodo: N’or, which, lying to the south of the city, is 
cut off from contamination with humanity by the Tola 
River. Death is the punishment for the Morgo! who so 
far forgets his traditions as to shoot bird or beast on 
Bogodo N’or, and imprisonment for life the far worse

As a result, the signal engineers of 

most railroads, American and European, are giving much 

study to the potentiality of wireless telegraphy in their 


business. 


When the D., L. & W. began experimenting, it found 
great difficulties in making connections with fast trains. 
As is well known, a wireless receiving station must have 
what is known as aerials, that is, an array of wires of 
considerable dimensions. To establish such an aerial 
on a train: presented difficulties, because the wires had 
to be fully exposed and, at the same time, had to he 
so low as to clear the roofs of tunnels and the floors of 


bridges. 

The problem was solved in this way. At each corner 
of a coach a short stanchion was erected, with an in- 
sulator on each stanchion. A line of wire was strung 
around the stanchions in such a way as to form a 
quadrilateral on top of the coach. The quadrilateral! 
was only 18 inches higher than the roof. Four cars thus 


equipped were formed into a train. A special attach-- 


ing plug coupled them and completed ap aerial that 
was altogether satisfactory. A wireless operator's sta- 
tion was installed in the third car, as near the middle 
of the overhead lines as possible. A reguiar Marconi 
system was installed, except that the power was fur- 
nished by a special motor generator, driven from the 
reguiar train lighting dynamo. Ground connection was 
made by a wire to one of the trucks. 

With apparatus installed, 
a second problem arose. It

is anticipating many more vears of energetic and spring- 
ing youth. 

De Leon sought in vain for the fountain of youth 
in Florida. Mrs. Watts found it during five years of 
research upon the fsland of Capri, off the coast of Italy. 
ard the secret, she declares, is that of the ancient Greeks, 
the most beautiful race and the most splendidly ath- 
letic people that ever lived upon the globe. She as- 
serts, and displays her own astonishing physical per- 
fection to prove it, that she has rediscovered the old 
Hellenic method of gymnastic training which has been 
lost for 20 centuries, and which has been remembered 
only as an ideal. 

That Mrs. Watts’ claims are taken seriously by emi- 
nent authorities is shown by the fact that she has been 
engaged to give a series of leetures at Yale University. 
where she will introduce a course of esthetic dancing. 
She will also lecture at the British Bmbassy in Wash- 
ington. In Paris she received a fervent welcome. She 
was the first woman ever to oecupy the platform of the 
Institute Marey. At the invitation of Prof. Richet, 
president of the institute, she lectured on her discov- 
eries before 100 savants. She achieved such a triumph 
that the grave scholars immediately elected her an asso- 
ciate member. 

One of the photographs represents Mrs. Watts in the 
pose of an archer.

Greek statue, ‘“Discobolus.” I[t is known that 
this sport was held in high esteem by the 
Hellenic gymnasts. and the statue .displays 
the lithe and strong muscular development 
considered necessary to the exercise. 

In a third picture she is arrayed in the 
garb of one ready to perform a military 
dance, with helmet, shield and spear. Such 
might have appeared the Amazon queen whe 
won the heart of Theseus, King of Athens. 
For when the Amazons are imagined as 
burly termagants, it is: forgotten that .the 
Greek motto of “nothing in excess’ applied 
to physique as well as to art. 

In Sparta and other cities, the women had 
their own public athletic contests, as keenly 
contested as those of the men. It is probable 
that almost any girl in Sparta could outrun 
and outwrestle the average man of today. and 
could, in an emergency, thrash him handily. 
Yet the Spartan maids were noted for their 
beauty. 


The fourth photograph shows Mrs. Watts 
in the posture of a Helienic dance. She has 
discovered, she says, that the Greek dances 
were based on scientific principles, and were 
designed deliberately to exercise in turn every 
muscle of the body. The apparent ease of 
the pose is deceiving, for it is based on per- 
fect muscular control. 

Mrs. Watts is of the opinion that a new 
race of Greeks, men and women, can be 
created if we only follow their physical ideals 
and system of athletics. She recalls that 
Socrates was notable as the only ugly man in 
Athens, and declares that everyone may be 
beautiful if he or she is willing to take the 
proper course of exercises. 
One of the ideals of the 
Greeks, she explains, was 
absolute physical har- 
mony, by which she 
means that no part of 
the body should be more 
er léss developed than 
all of the others. “No 
Greek sculptor,” she as- 
serts, “ever carved an 
athlete with an abnor- 
mally developed muscle 
or a bulging cord.” 

Mrs. Watts has writ- 
ten a book, soon to be 
published, called “The 
Renaissance of the Greek 
Ideal.” It sets forth, 
she says, a series of 12 
basic exercises, ‘‘which 
will involve every mus- 
cle of the human body 
and stretch it to its full- 
est tension. 


“That is what is need- 
ed,’ she continues, “and 
not detached calesthenics, 
which knot the muscles 
in certain parts of the 
body and leave other 
parts unexercised. 

“No apparatus is need- 
ed for this’ training. 
Any woman may take 
up the exercises in her 
home. They really com- 
pose what the Greeks 
called gymnastic danc- 
ing, and though they 
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Mrs. Watts tarewing the disees. 


differ fram our ideas of the dance, the’: rhythm is 
artistically perfect.” ‘ 

Her system is well balanced calerthenics with metro 
nomic accompaniment. Instead of violent movements, 
which are characteristic of the gymnastic systems, the 
yupil meves through a series of related figures, which 
empiey the muscles of the arms, torso and legs equally 
and witheut strain. In all the Greek plays gesture 
waS aS important ae elocution, and gesture invotved 
much more than a hand or arm movement, being :a- 
deed a complete pose for the entire body.

“The greatest impulse 
that has been given to 
opium in this country 
can:e through the horrors 
of the Civil War. A still 
more terrible impulse is 
now being given to this 
evil, curiously enough, 
through the suppression 
of liquor. The drug evil 
has come as a substitute 
for the drink evil, and of 
the two the drug is worse. 
In Ohio opium pellets were 
sold openly on the streets 
as a substitute for spirits. 
In the prohibition State 
of Maine the use of opium 
has increased 15 per cent 
in the last ten years. 

“Over fifty per cent of 
the addicts who come un- 
de~ treatment are them- 
scives physicians. There 
are cases of aijdiction in colleges where ignorant or 
unscrupulous physicians give it to the men to get them 
over the effects of dissipation. I heard of a beautiful 
girl, a college woman, who took her life in an agony 
of humiliation and despair because she had formed this 
habit through the carelessness of a respectable family 
physician. Of course the morphine-taking physician 
is the first to advocate its use. I know of one man— 
the dean of a university and a physician—w?». fixed 
the morphine and cocaine habits on a large nt.cber of 
women whose doctor he was. 

“With a lot of doctors all they think about ts w?rat 
morphine can do to relieve pain. Some of them r+tuse 
to look upon morphinism as a physical disease. fhey 
cal! it a mere vice, which it sometimes is; bu:c nine 
times out of ten it is not. 

“Whereas the population of the United States has 
increased 123 per cent since 1860, the importation and 
use of all forms of opium has increased ‘351 per cent. 
We import four bundred thousand pounds a year when 
fi iy thousand pounds would more than cover every 
medical purpose. Austria-Hungary, with a population 
of 46,000,000 uses only 3000 to4000 pounds of opium a 
year, 

“Undoubtedly much of the opium curse we owe to 
our mother country, England, and her unscrupulous 
overproduction of opium in India. Opium is the back- 
bone of the Anglo-Indian Government and worth about 
$20,000,000 a year, a tidy sum without which Great 
Britain feels she cannot do. In England there is scarce- 
ly a family of any position that has not its opium ad-

dicts. And because England cannot do withott it the — 


Anglo-Indian Government has put it on record in 
decisions that opium is a harmless. stimulant, good for 
all ages, including babies, and that no home is really a 
$ome without it. A British official swore that opium 
smoking was no more harmful than ‘twiddling one’s 
thumbs.’ 

“Wherever the Chinaman goes now opium goes with 
him. This Chink sells it to the American messenger 
boys. There is a cynical saying in China that eleven 
men out of ten smoke opium.” ‘

She 
thinks that her love is sufficient to cure John, but he 
lies to her continually and defeats her best-laid plans 
for his recovery. He gives-up his werk and they go to 
a village where he had once tried to eure ‘himself. A 
faithful negro, Francis, accompanies them. He knows 
his master’s weakness and guards him as well as he can. 
But in spite of vizilance boys bring packages, tubes and 
boxes of morphine to Dean who secretes the drug in 
many places. When one store is uncovered he is not 
defeate’, for there are others. He is prevented from 
resorting to brandy when the morphine ceases to give 
the desired stimulation by the negro’s destruction of 
his brandy supply. | ee

It had heen a long addiction whose ravages. now 
that the morphia must go, showed themselves in 
many different ways.

In fact, 
having once established connected and legible char- 
acters, I scarcely gave a thought to the mere difficulty 
of developing their import. 

“Ir the present case—indeed, in all cases of secret 
writing—the first question regards the language of the 


cipher; for the principles of solution, so far, especially. 


as the more simple ciphers are concerned, depend upon, 
and are varied by, the genius of the particular idiom. 
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in gene.al, there is no alternative but experimeut \: .- 
r-cted by probabilities) ot every tongue Anowa to u. a 
who attempts the solution, until the true on? be attainea. 
But, with the cipher now before us, all difficulty was 
iexwoved by the signature. The pun upon the woid 
‘Kidd’ is appreciable in no other language than the 
Eugtish. But for this consideration I should have be- 
gun my attempts with the Spanish and French, as the 
tongues in which a secret of this kind would most 
naturally have been written by a pirate of the Spanish 
main. As it was, | assumed the cryptograph to be En- 
glish. 

“You observe there are no divisions bétween the words. 
Had there been divisions, the task would have been 
comparatively easy. In such cases I should have com- 
menced with a cdllation and analysis of the shorter 
words: and had a woid of a single letter occurred, as 
is most likely (a or |. for example), I should have con- 

sidered the solution as assured. But, 
there being no division, my first step 
was to ascertain the predominant let- 
ters, as well as the least frequent.

not know where to turn for help? You would have 
helped me and are one of the few who stand up in 
defense of the poor sufferers from drugs. You are 
familiar with the causes of this thing ani do not 
attribute all-cases to vice or relegate every poor 
opium field to that social dump-heap of society called 
the underworld. You proclaim that a morphinist 
is not necessarily a drug fiend, that he may be simply 
a nervous sufferer, very likely a victim to medical 
carelessness and incompleteness in the first place 
and kept in bondage afterwards for want of intelli- 
gent, sympathetic help. You expressed an absolute 
truth when you said that the one hope andi desire 
of the supposed drug fiend is to set himself free 
from slavery and that such an one frequently passes 
his life in abortive attempts to get free, unsuccess- 
ful because he has no efficient help and treatment 
to second his own efforts. And it ig you, and those 
who take your attitude to such sufferers, who begin 
by restoring to them what is more efficacious than 
all the medication in the world: hope, confidence and 
self-reliance.

one.” 

Gluck was left with the poor consolstion of knew- 
ing that his wife had made his name famous all over 
the world. He plunged moe grimly than ever jinzo 
business. He is now prosperous, and his dream of beiitg 
himself a master instead of an employe has come true. 
But his hair has turned ent'rely white. 

Alma Gluck rushed on from triumph to triumph. Tbe 
former stenographer became the irtin:te friend of 
artists whose names are household wercs. She heard 
all of them sing and play. The violin was the ipstru- 
ment which affected her most powerfilly But among 
the great violinists it was not the olymvian Ysave. not 
the stormy Kreisler, not the scholarly Thibaut, but the 
wistful and tender Zimbalist, in whom she found the 
genius nearest akin to her own. 

His playing became the model upon which she ti: ined 
her voice and expression. She sought to obtain with 
her voice similar effects to those he drew from his 
violin. Her ambition was to be among singers what 
Zimbalist is among violinists. 

Naturally, they met and hecame friends. Last suni- 
mer Mme. Gluck paid a vis't of three months to Mme. 
Sembrich’at Nice, and there, too, strange to say, came 
Zimbalist from his home in Russia.

Mr. Ley carried his idea to Prof. Irv 
ing W. Fisher of Yale and asked if it 
wouldn’t be good business for the in 
surance companies to go into scientific : 
life extension. Prof. Fisher smiled indulgently and 
called, the notion chimericail. Then he got to thinking 
about it: and the more he thought about it, the more 
plausible the suggestion looked. He finally became con- 
vineced that Ley’s theory was right and decided to talk 
it over with some practical insurance men. 

Among those he consulted was Dr. Eugene L. Fisk 
of the Postal Insurance Co. To his surprise he found 
that Dr. Fisk had been experimenting with a thread of 
tLe same idea and was ready with some very surprising 
figures. Some other big insurance men were consulted 
and the result is that the J.ife Extension Institute was 
founded. 

This institute may become the central clearing house 
of the new health campaign, but it does not assume to 
be the complete expression of it. It has already con- 
tracted with several of the largest insurance companies 
for detinite wor to prolong the lives of large groups 
of their polics holders and negotiations are pending 
with many move. But other companies which may not 
be definitely connected with the institute have been

equativ atfected. The idea has peuetrated so far that 
work a'ong similar lines is now under discussion in 
practically every large cempany in the United States. 

The institute is primarily a commercial venture and 
will be supported by fees from the insurance companies 
or individuals who care to take advantage of its super- 
vision; .but two-thirds of all earnicgs above 5 per cent 
on the invested capital, will, under the constitution, be 
spent upon a public hea!th campaign. 

Ex-President Taft is one of the directcrs and Col. W. 
C. Gorgas. who is chiefly respons:b'e for the seemingly 
miraculous health recerd of the Panama Canal, is chief 
consultant on hygiene and sanitation. E. E. Ritten- 
house of the Equitable is president, Dr. Fisk, medical 
director. and Mr. fev, treasurer. One hundred of the 
best-known scientific experts in the country comprise 
its Advisory Board. 

Prominent on this board is Dr. H. N. Biggs, whose 
investigations in the Health Lepartmepnt of New York 
City led him, several years ago, to urge upon the in- 
surance companies a policy very similar to that which

the facts upon which the new move- 
ment is founded? Strange to say. they 
are facis which everybody has known. 
but which few people have been able 
te put together. The facts. in’ fact. 
have seemed to be contradictory. 

Streng people are actually dying 
younger tha@m® they used to and death 
has made fearful inroads rpon us 
through diseases against which we 
have not made any concerted cam- 
paign. 

The figures further show that these’ 
diseases can roughly be-classed in one 
group, and they are the diseases that 
the new campaign will aim most defi- 
nitely te attack. 

The most marked advance has been 
made in the war on infant mortality. 
Only a few years ago the great cam- 
paign to save the babies began. It is 
recognized everywhere that there is 
still much to be done, but the success 
has been a matter of general surprise. 

The child under 5 now has an aver- 
age chance to live 10.6 years longer 
than the child of the same age in 
1880. The child of 10 has 3.1 years 
advantage over the child of 10 in the 
old days. At 20 there is still an ad- 
vantage of 2.5 years, at 30 nine-tenths 
of one year and at 35 just two-tenths 
of a year. 

At 40, however, our chances are six 
months short of what persons of that 
age might reasonably have hoped for 
a generation ago. At 45 the loss has 
grown to more than a year, and at 50 
to a year and a half. 

To many these figures have indicat- 
ed only one thing. We have saved the 
weaklings in childhood, it has been 
argued, so that they have been able 
to live to early maturity. Then they 
have broken down the average expec- 
tation of life. 

But the facts show that the death 
increase has been in diseases of the 
heart, blood, kidneys and stomach— 
diseases, broadly speaking, which are 
the result of bad personal habits. 
They are the diseases which personal 
hygiene rather than social hygiene must be depended 
upon to prevent. 

Conservation Commissioner Rittenhouse of the Equita- 
ble Life and now President of the Life Extension Insti- 
tute, estimates the increase in deaths from these dis- 
eases. as 86 per cent in 30 years; and his estimate ta‘lies 
well with the figures of tue Health Department. The 
most noticeable increase, of course, is among those past 
middle life. 

Out of 2300 persons examined, all of whom had passed 
a rigorous examination in taking out their policies, 40 
per cent were found to be impaired. Forty-four per 
cent of these were unaware of any impairment. 

“In 25 years,’ said Lawrence Veiller, in commenting 
on the new movement, “people will be asking for life 
insurance in order to prolong their lives rather than 
for purposes of indemnity.’’ Others are taking an even 
more radical view. It is certain that a new regime has 
been inaugurated and that most of us, whether we are 
insurance policy holders or not, will in some way be 
affected. What will you give for 10 years of life? 


Trains Run by Wireless in the Winter’s Worst Blizzard 


much doubt at first as te what would happen when trains 
were winding along river banks or twisting about 
among mountains so high and big as to offer an appar- 
ent obstacle to the transmission of messages. Yet it 
is on just such stretches of road that the wireless would 
be of most service in preventing collis‘ons. Even block 
signal systems cannot always be relied upon in moun- 
tainous country, as it is almost im»ossible to place the 
semaphores where their warnings can be read over suf- 
ficient space to stop a fast train in time to prevent dis- 
aster. ; 

The Lackawanna tests, however, showed that the moun- 
tains offered no more resistance to wireless messages 
than if they had never existed. The wave length gen- 
erated by the train equipment is estimated at about 
800 meters, or about half a mile. This mates it possi- 
ble to maintain wireless communication for a distance 
of about 35 miles. Thus far, the train operators have 
been more successful at sending messages than at re- 
eeiving them, but this is because the “tuning” problem 
bas not been wholly soived. 

The next step probably will be the installation of 
g train telephone system which wi!! connect the office 
of the wireless operator with the engineer. When this 


is done, the long desired perpetual communication be- 
tween the man who is running the train and the man 
who is running the system will have been established. 

Aside from the matter of safety, railroad men see in 
the new system great benefit to the public and a saving 
of expense, in the long run, to the roads. Today, of 
course, the initial expense is almost prohibitive. The 
Lackawanna stations at Scranton and Binghampton cost 
about $3000 each, independently of the wireless towers. 
A train equipment costs about balf this. But perfection 
of invention is expected ultimately to reduce these costs 
materially. 

Every time a freight train stops at a station to take 
orders, the raiftroad ‘oses Money. Any novice in physics 
knows that it ta‘es much les? pewer to keep a heavy 
body moving than to start it Aside from the extra 
cost in fuel and time, whenever a heavilv loaded freight 
train starts there is a.loss of equipment. Drawbars are 
loosened or pulled out, the body of the car is strained, 
and the rolling stoc* is much clos«r to the car hospital; 
but if a freight cou’d be Fent moving, in continuous 
touch with the dispatcber, stopping only when necessary, 
all this loss in time, fuel and equipment would be saved.

value of the system is unquestionable. The business 
man can be in constant touch with his office. The 
dealer in stocks can watch the markets as he rides and 
direct his broker almost as well as if he were at the 
stock exchange. All passengers could get a news service 
of the important events of the day. It could be made 
useful in a thousand other ways. Commercial tele- 
grams have already been sent from the Lackawanna Lim- 
ited, and a set of regular toll rates is being prepared by 
the railroad and telegraph companies. 

“The service can be put into operation without in- 
creasing the train crews,” Lackawanna Superintendent of 
Telegraphs L. B. Foley declared in a recent interview. 
‘Regular trainmen can easily learn the telegraph alpha- 
bet or telegraph operators on trains can perform the 
duties of trainmen. Later it may be found necessary 
and profitable to place a telegraph operator on limited 
trains running long distances, to handle commercial tele- 
grams for the public. 

“Railroads can now go ahead and install the service 
without fear of failure. There are many fields for wire. 
less telegraph in railroad operation, in routine busi- 
ness and in emergencies when lives and property can 
be saved by its use.”’

While he was writing under con- 
tract for Monree @ Sons, Mr. Norman L. Monroe, head 
of the firm, suddenly discovered another star. She was 
a charming little woman who came into his office tim- 
idly, proffered her dainty manuscript with scarcely a 
word and was gone.

Kingsley. He told the celebrities about her and was 
particularly anxious to have Mr. Hanshew make her 
acquaintance.

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HARNESS THE SUN 
IN THE SAHARA 


RANK SHUMAN of Tacony, Pa.., 
inventor of the once ridiculei 
but now famous sun-power plant, 
which is in such successful 

operatior in Egypt, and is about to be 
duplicated for the British Government in 
the Soudan, writes taking the Scientific 
Ameérican to task for some pessimistic 
allusions to the practicability of sun 
power as a motive force for engines. 


The Scientific American, in an article. 


on “Energy Sources of the Future,” 
stated that alk the coal and oil mined 
in the year 1909 throughout the world 
furnished 270,000,000 horsepower. Mr. 
Shuman takes this as the busis for the 
following interesting calculation: 

“Our sun heat absorbers at Cairo oc-

less than’ an acre of room and 
develop 50 brake horsepower througi 
oui a 1U-hour day. This does not meau 
that an acre of sunlight is intercepted. 
The area of sunlight intercepted is onty 
13,269 square feet, or less than one-third 
of an acre, but it is necessary to place 
the heat absorber units sufficiently -far 
apart so that they won't 
other in the earl¥ forenoon and late aft- 
ernoon. 

“Taking the above actual work of our 
plant as a basis, it would only be neces- 
sary to cover 20,250 square miles of 
ground in.the Sahara Desert with our 
sun heat absorber units, spaced as wide 
apart as they now are, io give perpetual- 
ly the 270,000,00 horsepower per year 
required to equal all the fuel mined in 
1909. 

“This area of 20,250 square miles is 
practically equal to a square of 143 miles, 
and its size as compared with the Desert 
of Sahara is shown by the accompanying 
map. Surely from this showing the 
human race can see that sun power can 
take care of them for all time to come.” 

The cost, according to Mr. Shuman. 
would be $98,509,000,000, but it would be 
a good investment, as it would be worth 
to its owners at least as much as all 
the coal and oil fields in the world, but 
it would be -perpetual, whereas at the 
present rate of consumption the coal and 
oil fields cannot last more than 100 years. 

“To the individual,” he says, ‘ninety- 
eight billions is a staggering sum, but 
to the human race, particularly if spread 
out through a period of say 200 vears, 
it is almost nothing.”

If the blow on the chin be not too 
hard it often causes: only a fleeting ob- 
fuscation ef the senses, a vague dizzi- 
ness accompanied by a buzzing or ring- 
ing in the ears. Complete loss of con- 
sciousness is rare, but the stunning sen- 
sation and the blurring of the sight are 
almost constant. The fighter is often 
conscious while the referee is counting 
him out, but is so 
paralyzed by the 
blow that he is un- 
able to move ‘before 
the fateful ‘“‘ten.’” 

The blow upon the 
pit of the stomach 
may seriously injure 
its victim: it may 
even kill him. A 
light tap at that 
point is sufficient 
to double up a per- 
son unaccustomed 
to hovring.

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RHEUMATISM A 
GERM DISEASE 


WO eminent English physicians, 

Dr. F. J. Poyxton and Dr. Ales- 

ander Paine, clinician and bae- 

teriologist respectively, give in 

their newly-published volume (Churchill, 

London}, entitled “Researches on Rheu- 

matism,” the results of 15 years’ special- 

ized collaboration on the subject, with 

particular attention to cases of acuie 
rheumatism in childhood. 


In their study of rheumatism—which 


term is here understood to embrace “‘acute— 


rheumatism,” “rheumatic fever” and other 
allied phases of the disease—Drs. Poyn- 
ton and Paine have profited at the ont- 
set by the labors of their predecessors 
in eliminating various erroneous fantas- 
tic theories“as the pathology of arthritis, 
or “inflammation of the joints.” It was 
only about sixty years ago that the med- 
ic2l profession reached the point where 
it ventured to iet a few moderate cases of 
rheumatism, typhoid fever or pneumonia 
run their own course and see what nature 
would do with them. 

the presett position of the bactericloy- 
ical investigators is that rheumatism, 
w:th the mult.tude of ills allied to it, is 
ihe result of infection by a disease gerin 
termed in medical parlance the diploco«- 
cus Frheumaticus. That means, in plain 
language, a double-eellied microbe. The 
micrebe, or bacillus, of rheumatism is 
‘lassified as belenging to the “streptococ- 
cal group,” beeause it usually occurs in 
twisted er eerrugated form. It is in the 
divisien ef the pathogenic, or poisonous 
bacteria, which happily are not nearly as 
numerous as the harmless and the bene- 
ficial kinds. 

Micrebes im general, it must be said, 
are still essentially a mystery. 

We do knew, however, that these micro- 
organisms—the diplococcus rheumaticus 
like the rest—multiply by doubling, and 
then separating or dividing. In one day 
a single bacterium, if its multiplication 
were not checked by lack of food and 
other causes, would preduce over 15,500,- 
000 descendants. These germ atomies are 
so small that it is estimated 281,500,000 
of them would be required to fill a pint 
measure and weigh a pound. 

Some of the disease germs, the diplococ- 
cus rheumaticus among the number, in- 


_ stead of distributing themselves through 


the body, attack special places or organs. 
The tuberculosis bacilli, for example, 
which is able to attack almost any or- 
gan in the body, and may be the cause of 
various diseases other than consumption, 
more commonly localize in some smal! 
gland, or in a single spot on the hings. 

Similarly, the micrococcus of rheuma- 
tism chiefly attacks either the joints, 
causing arthritis (inflammatory rheuma- 
tism), or the heart, causing valvular 
troubles and endocarditis, a disease con- 
dition of the lining. 

No dramatic “cure’ for rheumatism 
thus far has rewarded the researches 
concerning the diplecoccus of the disease 
and the subtle poisons produced by it. 
Nevertheless, the ‘possibility of doing 
more in the way of prevention has been 
the main incentive of the investiga‘ors. 
The prevention of an infection which to- 
day is the great cause of erganic heart 
affections even in the young is the more 
practicable, since it is a recognized fact 
that acute rheumatism is met with much 
more frequency among the poorer classes 
and is notably increased by those agencies 
which may be summed up in the word 
“poverty.” 

In the matter of diet many old notions 
—such as, for instance, that meat is 
harmful—are swept into the discard. 

The attention of parents and school 
teachers is called to the following in- 


‘structions regarding rheumatic children: 


1. The importance of proper clothing. 

2. The care of sore throats. 

3. The necessity for attention to 
“evrowing pains.” | 

4. The significance of nervousness, 
clumsiness and night terrors as warnings 
of chorea, or St. Vitus dance. 

5. Parents should be warned that the 
early signs of heart disease are few, and 
that shortness of breath is more often 
complained of than pain. 

6. More attention, might be given to the 
condition of the tonsils and naso-pharynx 
in the rheumatic child; also to the choice 
of an employment for those who have 
been damaged by the disease. 

The view that rheumatism is an infec- 
tive disease raises again the important 
questions of climatic and local surround- 
ings, sanitation and conditions or hous- 
ing. Wnquestionably, it is associated with 
a low level of surface water. 

It is certain that at the present time, 
in spite of all that has been written on 
the treatment ef acute rheumatism, there 
are hundreds of young children who are 
so impaired and crippled by this disease 
that all known methods of “cure” are 
uiterly useless to them. | 
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Color Instead of Sound When

“Color musie,” Prof 
Rimington ealls it. It 
is intended to work 
upon our emotions 
much in the same 
way as sound music 
does. 
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ened concert room,’ writes Prof. Rim- 
ington in his book, “Color Music.” <A’ 
one end there is a_ large - screen 
of white drapery in folds SUF- 
rounded with black and framed by 
two bands of pure white light. Upon 
this we will suppese, as an example of 


a simple color eemposition, that there} 


appears the faintest possible flush of rose 
eolor, which very gradually fades away 
while we are enjeying its purity and 
subtlety of tint, and we return to dark- 
ness.

“While it is still lingering upon the 
screen a rapid series of touches of pale

“A delicate primrose now appears and, 
with littl runs and flushes, the pulsa- 
tion ieads threugh several passages of 
indescribable cinnamon color to deep 
tonaz. Then suddenly interweavings of 
strange green and peacock blue, with 
now and then a touch of pure white, 
make us seem to feel the tremulousness 
of the Mediterranean on a breezy day, 
and as the color deepens there are har- 
monies of violet and blue-green which 
recalls its waves under a tramontana sky. 
More and more powerful they grow, and 
the eye revels in the depth and mag- 
nificeence of the color as the executant 
strikes chord after chord against the bass 
notes of the instrument. 

“Then suddenly the screen is again 
dark, and there is only a rhythmic and 
echoing beat of the dying color from 
time to time upon it. At last this dis- 
appears also, and there is another silent 
pause, then one hesitating tint of faded 
rose as at the opening of the composi- 
tion. 

“Upon this follows a stronger return 
of the color, and as the screen once more 
begins: to glow with note after note of 
red and scarlet, we are prepared for the 
rapid erescendo which finally leads up 
to a series of staccato and forte chords of 
pure crimson which almost startle us 
with the force of their color before they 
die away into blackness.” 

The mechanism is better understood 
from the accompanying diagram than 
it would be from a description. The 
illumination is furnished by a_ 13,000 
candle-power arc lamp. An octave of 
the keyboard corresponds to a complete 
spectrum, the intensity of the color de- 
pending upon whether one, two or more 
octaves are played. There is an ingen-

Ste :, 
in a nutshell, is the advice that Dr. 4. 
Fernet gives in an article on trainin? 
the muscles of the ears, published in the 
Bulletin of the Academic de Medicine of 
Paris. 

Most children can move their scalps 
at will, and many of them can make 
their ears wag. This abi'ity, throueh lack 
of practice. is generally lost by the time 
‘hey reach manhood. but it és by no 
neans rare among adults. 

Fernet thinks that the muscies of the 
internal ear can be stimulated ‘v su h 
grimaces, amd be bas devised three 
series of exercises for the purpose. The 
first consists of contracting in turn the 
muscles of the lips, nostrils and eyelids, 
aiming ultimately to reach the ear The 
second is devoted to the contraction of 
the frontal and occipital muscles a!er- 
nately, and then the muscles cehind ad 
im fremt of the ears receive attent‘en. 
Lastly, the musctes ef the Eustachi-n 
tubes are exercised by directions «hi. bP 
Fernet gives in detail.

Association comments as follows on 
Fernet’s idea: “Just what the ultimaic 
euteome of this proposal will be is ques 
tienable.

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UT out the head marked A all afound the heavy black lines. Cut 
out the portion marl:ed and paste it’to. the inside of the head 
as shewn in Model No. 8 W2cn this is done bend the two wing- 
like parts backward and fit the head together at the top. Bend 
the flap C toward the inside at.the dotted: line and paste it to 
the opposite side of the head on the inside,. Bend the flap D down 
in the same way, but paste it to the outsidé,. instead of the inside. 

The head of the dragon is now ready for the body. - To form the body, cut out 
the portions marked 1, 2;°3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and roll-all into cylinders except 7, which 
is to be made into a cone, as shown in No. 13, thus forming the tail of the 
dragon.: To make the cylinders, rub paste on the baek of the six pieces of paper 
and roll them round a lead pencil, as shown in No. 11. Have the pencil also 
moistened with paste, so that the cylinders will slide off easily. Let them dry 
thoroughly. before using, so that they will not unroll. To make the cone roll 
the seventh picce on the pointed end of the pencil, and when 4ll are dry. take a 
needleful of cotton and thread them on it like beads, beginning with the cone 
at the small end. 

Be sure to have a good knot on the end of the thread, so that it will not 
pull through, and after you have threaded all the cylinders and*the ecne run 
the needle through the head at the black dot over the nose. Either Knot the 
thread here or paste the end dovn to the nose. Do not draw the body of the 
dragon too far under the head, but leave about an inch of thread between the last 
cylinder and the front of the head, as shown in No, 10. Now the dragon is 
finished; as shown in No, 9. Place it upon a tea tray, or the corner of a paste- 
board box, and put a marble, of the size shown in the figure marked E, inside 
the head, Tilt the tray in various directions and you can give your little 
friends or the cook quite a start, as shown in the model of the toy in operation. 
The dragoon glides around in a most uncanny manner, and if it is well ptt 
together you can have a great deal of fun with it. 
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
